Marching orders for Boxer, Pelosi 


Pelosi to keep the Army at the Presidio senda 

message that could not be more clear: San 
Francisco’s congressional representatives take 
their marching orders from the local political 
machine. The interests of the nation, the state and 
the people of San Francisco are not important — 
when the Agnos/Brown/Burton operatives call, 
Boxer and Pelosi jump right into line. 

We're particularly disappointed in Boxer, who 
only recently seemed to have the potential to 
emerge as a leading voice for military reform. Now 
the congresswoman who denounced the Pentagon’s 
gold-plated toiled seats is pushing to preserve a 
military base that even the Pentagon says is a waste 
of taxpayers’ money. 

And to make things worse, Boxer and Pelosi 
both refuse to make public the report they are using 
to make the dubious case that the Presidio closure 
is a bad financial deal. 

Let’s start with the basics. Military spending has 
always been a pork barrel issue. Few members of 
Congress have ever liked the idea of a major mili- 
tary base (with its fat federal payroll) closing down 
in their districts. 

But everybody knows the current base structure is a 
massive waste of money, and last year, Congress 
finally came up with a realistic solution: An indepen- 
dent panel would put together a complete package of 
base closures, and Congress would have to vote up or 
down on the whole thing, all at once. 

Pelosi and Boxer never complained about the 
idea — until the Presidio wound up on the list. 
Then they suddenly started looking for ways to 
undermine the process and “‘save’’ the San Fran- 
cisco headquarters of the Sixth Army. 

The two came up with a workable strategy, and 
last week they managed to convince the House Ap- 
propriations Committee not to allocate funds for 
the Presideo closure. Fortunately, the rest of the 
House was less receptive to the notion, and on July 
31st, Boxer and Pelosi backed down. 

But their fancy little political game could have

damaged the careful compromise that allowed 
Congress finally to move toward closing some 
wasteful military bases. That’s disturbing. 

There’s also a larger question here, and it’s equal- 
ly disturbing: Why are Boxer and Pelosi so intent 
on keeping the Army at the Presidio? 

The arguments they present are far from 
convincing. The base closure, they say, will cost 
more than it will save — but the numbers don’t 
seem to add up. 

For example, they cite the cost of cleaning up the 
Presidio’s toxic waste as an expense — but they 
don’t acknowledge that the Army (or rather, the 
taxpayers) will have to pay for that clean-up no 
matter what happens to the base. In fact, if it 
weren’t for the closure bill, the Army might never 
have bothered to move on the problem. 

The one-page cost-benefit summary they have 
released somehow ignores all of the revenues the 
government would realize from user fees and 
rents for the facilities (the golf course, for exam- 
ple, and the numerous buildings) that are now on 
the site and that would almost certainly be part of 
any national park. 

Why are those numbers missing? We don’t 
know. Boxer and Pelosi say they have a General 
Accounting Office report that explains 
everything — but they won’t release it to the 
public. That fact alone casts doubt on the 
reliability of their claims. 

So why are these two otherwise-liberal 
Democrats so hell-bent on keeping the military in 
San Francisco? We can see only one obvious 
reason: They are doing what Art Agnos, John 
Burton and Willie Brown have told them to do. 

The Golden Gate National Recreation Area 
(that was designed to include the Presidio one 
day) is part of Phil Burton’s legacy. So is a 
Democratic machine that has left us with an 
ocean of sleaze and corruption at home and a pair 
of representatives in Washington who lack the 
guts or vision to give the city the national leader- 
ship it deserves. 


Arlo Smith’s witch hunt 


under the direction of District Attorney Arlo 

Smith, can’t seem to find grounds for bring- 
ing charges against any of the four police officials 
involved in removing potential evidence from the 
file of the cop who allegedly beat Dolores Huerta. 
But the grand jury is more than willing to investi- 
gate whether staff members at the Office of Citizen 
Complaints were responsible for leaking to the 
press a politically explosive report that blames the 
police chief’s brother for helping hide the evidence 
from investigators. 

The grand jury investigation is a McCarthy-style 
attack on people who have done nothing wrong. 
The jurors should be embarrassed. The D.A. 
should be ashamed. 

So should Michael Langer, the OCC director, 
who by all rights ought to be denouncing the 
“plumbers” investigation and demanding that the 
city’s law enforcement establishment stop blaming 
the messengers for the bad news. Langer, more 
than anyone, ought to be trying to direct the atten- 
tion of the D.A., the Police Commission and the 
chief back where it belongs: on the actions of 
Deputy Chief Jack Jordan and the role he and his 
superiors might have played in the Huerta cover-up. 

Instead, Langer has publicly ‘“‘welcomed’’ the 
grand jury witch-hunt. With that response, he has 
undercut the agency’s credibility, damaged its 
ability to function as an effective police watchdog 
and almost certainly alienated his staff. 

At issue is the report of an OCC investigation in- 
to charges that Jack Jordan and three other of- 
ficers improperly removed a document from the 
file of Officer Francis Achim shortly after the Sept. 
14th demonstration at which Huerta was badly 
beaten. The OCC charged Achim with using un- 
necessary force against Huerta, but Chief Jordan 
refused to pursue disciplinary action. The grand 


T HE SAN FRANCISCO criminal grand jury, 


jury declined to file charges against Achim. 

However, a document in Achim’s personnel file 
indicating that the officer was suffering from stress 
(and possibly should not have been on the front 
lines at the demonstration) was removed before the 
OCC or the grand jury could get access to it. The 
OCC report on Jack Jordan states that the docu- 
ment could have been material to the investiga- 
tion. The report also says Jack Jordan knew about 
and approved the document’s removal. 

That’s serious stuff — and one or more people 
with access to the report may have felt that it was so 
serious it would never see the light of day. That, 
unfortunately, would be a very reasonable as- 
sumption in San Francisco’s highly political (and 
often corrupt) city government. 

The reaction of the police chief, the Police Com- 
mission and the D.A. (and the thundering silence 
from the Mayor’s Office) demonstrates quite well, 
we’d say, that anyone who believed the Jack 
Jordan report would be hushed up was probably 
right. When public employees believe they must 
leak information to the press to expose public cor- 
ruption or malfeasance, they incur tremendous 
risks. But without such ‘‘whistleblowers,”’ corrup- 
tion would often continue unchecked. 

If any real harm has come from the release of the 
Jack Jordan report, we can’t see it. What we see is 
the possibility that the public will demand a full in- 
vestigation of the Huerta cover-up, and the chance 
that any guilty parties (however powerful their of- 
fice) will be brought to justice. 

That would be a step toward open and account- 
able government in San Francisco. The response of 
public officials — launching a witch hunt for the 
whistleblowers — is just the opposite: a tactic for 
keeping city government the private preserve of a 
closed circle of officials, protecting each other’s ac- 
tions from public scrutiny.

Nurses need both pay and respect 


The registered nurses’ strike at Children’s 
Hospital Medical Center in Oakland is going into 
its fourth week. Why are they out on strike? It is 
not just money, although for working women — 
and the vast majority of nurses are women — the 
money is needed. Last time, nurses accepted an an- 
nual raise of three-and-a-half percent a year for 
three years. 

This is a strike nobody thought would happen, 
neither the hospital nor the union officials. After 
all, the nurses were offered an average of a 9 per- 
cent increase for each of two years that two East 
Bay hospitals had just accepted. But nobody 
bothered to ask the nurses. 

This time they were ready to fight for more than 
“the community standard.’’ They are asking for 13 
percent a year in order to raise the standard pay 
scale. Why are they out on strike? Here is the ex- 
planation I have heard most often from them: 

“Everyone who works in a hospital is needed, 
but we are at the heart of patient care. We’re the 
ones who reassure kids that their parents are com- 
ing back soon and comfort the babies for whom 
that isn’t the case. We help them through their 
visits and ease them back to normal after surgery. 
All this while mixing four batches of chemotherapy 
to treat those with leukemia, providing pain con- 
trol for those in sickle cell crisis, making sure all the 
doctor’s orders get carried out correctly and still 
finding time to make beds and give baths. Our pa- 
tient loads have been increasing and the type of 
kids we care for are much sicker than they used to 
be (since minor things like tonsillectomies are now 
out-patient procedures). Then the hospital has the 
nerve to ask us to stay overtime for a double shift, six- 
teen hours total. Why aren’t there enough nurses?” 

Nurses believe it is because their position has 
been seen as a bunch of women who empty bed- 
pans, not as a healing profession that is as impor- 
tant to the hospital as doctors. In order to recruit 
enough new women and men into college pro- 
grams and then keep them on the job, the pay has 
to be more attractive. There also has to be some 
respect. Being told by the hospital administration 
that this pay offer is ‘‘the last, best and only’’ does 
not indicate the kind of respect they now expect. So 
they went out. 

I know, because I am a nurse part-time (few of us 
are able to do five days a week of this difficult 
work) and am also on the picket line. Out of the 700 
nurses, Only a half-dozen have crossed that line. 
Cars tooting their horns past the almost-empty 
hospital in Oakland’s black community seem to 
understand that the nurses at the hospital deserve 
both pay and respect. But for those who run the 
hospital and pay the nurses out of a mere 16 percent of 


their budget, this comes as news.

Another Willie Brown secret 
meeting: Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown, a staunch 
defender of the Legislature's 
illegal secret meetings, last 
month changed the scene but 
kept his favorite m.o., 
organizing a secret meeting of 
the state’s top Democrats in 
an Orange County hotel. The 
bigwigs assembled to plan 
strategy for fighting 
Republican reapportionment 
efforts, according California 
Political Week, a respected 
and normally reliable Southern 
California newsletter. 

Meanwhile, the Bay Guard- 
ian has learned that Brown . 
has registered a recipient 
committee so he can raise 
funds for an electoral 
campaign, presumably against 
Republican leader Ross 
Johnson's Legislative Reform 
Initiative. 

Johnson's initiative amounts 
to a two-in-one attack on the 
speaker's power: It includes a 
reapportionment procedure 
that would take away the 
current system's bias in favor 
of Democrats, and also a 
series of legislative reforms 
that remove some of the 
powers of the speaker — for 
example, the power to appoint 
committee chairs 

By drawing electoral district 
lines for both the state Legisla- 
ture and the U.S. House of 
Representatives, the reappor- 
tionment process is critical in 
determining the state's 
balance of political power. 


Livermore Lab protest: 
Local peace activists will com- 
memorate the anniversary of 
the first atomic bomb, dropped 
by the United States on 
Hiroshima Aug. 6, 1945, with a 
weekend of protest at Liver- 
more Nuclear Weapons Labs. 
Livermore Labs is not only one 
of two laboratories that design 
all U.S. nuclear weapons, but 
is also a source of ground, 
water and air pollution so 
severe that it rates a place on 
the U.S. Superfund list. Its 
future plans, strongly opposed 
by its neighbors, include build- 
ing a massive toxic and 
radioactive waste incinerator. 

The weekend of protest is 
part of a week of nationally 
coordinated activities spon- 
sored by American Peace 
Test.

HISPANICS 
CRITICIZE 
COPS’ ROLE 
IN INS RAID 


SAN FRANCISCO Hispanic community 
leaders and city officials continue to ex- 
press shock and outrage at the July 22nd 
immigration raid on the Mission District 
disco Club Elegante. The raid resulted in 
the arrest of 28 illegal aliens. 

At a July 23rd press conference, Hispanic 
community leaders denounced the action as 
a continuation of harassment of Hispanics 
by the U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service. Since the end of the amnesty period 
established by the 1987 Immigration Re- 
form Act, the community leaders charged, 
INS raids have increased in areas with large 
concentrations of Hispanics and other im- 
migrant groups, such as Mountainview, San 
Rafael and Japantown. 

In the July 22nd raid, agents of the INS, 
together with agents of the state Alcohol 
Beverage Control Commission and city 
police from Ingleside station, raided Club 
Elegante about 11 pm. About 200 patrons, 
including Patricia Aguayo, city Housing 
Board commissioner and KBHK-TV com- 
munity affairs director, were detained for 
more than two hours while INS and ABC 
agents checked identification. 

“Tt was very frightening,’’ Aguayo said 
at the press conference. ‘‘Suddenly the 
music stopped, an ABC agent speaking 
Spanish told people to stay calm and the 
INS started checking identification. The 
INS officers outnumbered the ABC and 
Ingleside police 3 to 1.” 

Some patrons said the city police detained 
them and ran computer checks for warrants. 

“‘This is a new tactic for an old game,”’ 
Supervisor Jim Gonzales added, charging 
that the raid represented selective enforce- 
ment and prosecution of Hispanics, with 
the INS hiding behind local shields. ‘“The 
INS has developed an unholy conspiracy 
with the ABC and devised a way for selec- 
tive enforcement and prosecution of the 
Hispanic community.” 

The raid on Club Elegante, a night spot 
frequented by Salvadorans and Guate- 
malans, comes on the heels of a recent inci- 
dent in which a SFPD sergeant was re- 
ported to be taking pictures of protesters in 
front of the Salvadoran Consulate. The 
Central American Refugee Committee 
charged at the press conference that the 
photos were turned over to the Consul 
General so they could be given to the death 
squads of the Salvadoran government. 

In addition, the committee said, the use 
of city police in the raid was a violation of 
San Francisco’s 1985 ‘‘City of Refuge’’ 
resolution, which says city employees are 
not responsible for carrying out federal 
immigration policy and “‘shall not 
jeopardize the safety and welfare of law- 
abiding refugees by acting in a way that 
may cause their deportation.” 

According to Deputy City Attorney 
George Riley, the City Attorney’s Office 
determined in 1985 that the resolution 
meant that “‘local law-enforcement of- 
ficials are not obliged to enforce immigra- 
tion law.”’ 

At the July 26th Police Commission 
meeting, San Francisco Police Chief Frank 
Jordan admitted that SFPD officers had 
transported three people to an INS deten- 
tion center. Still, Jordan maintained, 








‘police had complied with ‘‘the spirit and 


intent’’ of the City of Refuge resolution. 

Jordan said an ABC agent, accom- 
panied by an INS agent, went to Ingleside 
Station and requested back-up assistance 
for a raid to arrest under-age drinkers. 
State law, he said, requires police officers 
to assist the ABC in such cases. 

“Tt disturbs me greatly that the San 
Francisco Police Department was brought 
into this,’’ said Commissioner Jose 
Medina. He expressed dismay that the INS 
had ‘‘used’’ the police to ‘‘aid and abet”’ 
its operation. ‘‘It would have been easy for 
one ABC agent, with back-up, to identify 
minors, cite them and then leave,’”” Medina 
told the Bay Guardian. 

ABC District Administrator Michael Tyrell 
spoke in defense of the raid, saying there 
had been complaints of both minors and il- 
legal aliens frequenting the club. ‘‘State law 
allows local law enforcers to assist the 
ABC,” Tyrell said. He admitted that the 
ABC has in the past worked with the INS, 
“‘but we don’t work with them often.” 

INS District Director David Ilchert said 
he had no idea how the SFPD came to be 
involved, but ‘‘we were asked to go along. 

“Given resources,”” he added, ‘‘we 
will do everything we can to seek out il- 
legal aliens.”” 

Chief Jordan told the commission he 
will meet with Ilchert and Tyrell to ensure 
that future coordination between the ABC 
and INS are within the bounds of the sanc- 
tuary resolution. 

““Meanwhile,’’ Aguayo said in a tele- 
phone interview, ‘‘documented and undoc- 
umented people are afraid. I went back to 
the club the next night and there was a sig- 
nificant decrease in the number of patrons. 
With current trends in immigration, people 
are afraid that even Latinos born here will 
be deported, like in the 1930s.”’

ARTS FUNDS 
HAVE BECOME 
A POLITICAL 
FOOTBALL 


FOR YEARS, the right wing has mounted 
a disorganized and largely ineffective at- 
tack on government-supported arts 
organizations. It became a serious frontal 
assault on Wednesday, July 26th, when 
Senator Jesse Heims (R-North Carolina) 
attached a measure to an Interior Depart- 
ment appropriations bill that would forbid 
the use of federal funds to ‘‘promote, 
disseminate or produce obscene or inde- 
cent materials.”” 

The measure, approved by voice vote in 
the full Senate, specifically bars grant 
money for art that includes ‘‘depictions of 
homoeroticism, the exploitation of chil- 
dren, or individuals engaged in sex acts; or 
material which denigrates the objects or 
beliefs of the adherents of a particular 
religion or non-religion.’’ Grants are also 
forbidden for artwork that ‘‘denigrates, 
debases or reviles a person, group or class 
of citizens on the basis of race, creed, sex, 
handicap, age or national origin.” 

The Senate also approved a $45,000 cut 
in the National Endowment for the Arts 
(NEA) budget, a $400,000 transfer from 
the Visual Arts Program to the Folk Arts 
Program, a $100,000 study of alternatives 
to the present award process, and a five- 
year moratorium on grants to two “‘of-

fending’’ institutions, the Southeast 
Center for Contemporary Arts and the In- 
stitute of Contemporary Arts at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

Fortunately, the House version of the 
appropriations bill contains only the 
$45,000 cut, a symbolic act. The other 
measures will have to be worked out in a 
conference committee, and several Con- 
gressional aides told the Bay Guardian 
they believe nothing but the $45,000 cut 
will survive. Some legal experts also agree 
that the Helms language is so vague it 
could easily be challenged in court. 

Still, the Senate’s willingness to turn the 
NEA into a political football represents a 
major new threat to the nation’s arts pro- 
grams. The NEA grants process was care- 
fully designed to avoid government in- 
terference. NEA grants have been awarded 
by peer-review panels composed of highly 
regarded artists and arts administrators. 

Helms and other conservative lawmakers 
were initially offended by the work of an 
artist affiliated with SECA, Andres 
Serrano, who was given $15,000 by the 
Awards in the Visual Arts program. A 
Serrano piece titled ‘‘Piss-Christ’’ was in- 
cluded in a travelling exhibition honoring 
the ten AVA winners. 

The image, a photograph of a plastic 
Christ-figure immersed in a glass of urine, 
apparently infuriated the Rev. Donald 
Wildman, head of the American Family 
Association in Tupelo, Miss. Wildman 
sent a card to each member of Congress 
labeling the photo ‘‘Anti-Christian 
Bigotry.’’ Helms was later quoted as 
calling Serrano ‘‘a jerk,’’ and Sen. 
Alphonse D’Amato (R-NY) staged a 
photo-opportunity where he was seen rip- 
ping the cover off of the AVA catalog. 

Helms and his allies were also offended by 
an exhibition of the photography of the late 
Robert Mapplethorpe, whose work included 
homoerotic and sadomasochistic themes. 

Dennis Szakacs, director of com- 
munications for SECA, told the Bay 
Guardian he feels that Helms was acting 
to censor ‘‘a beautiful piece of artwork’’ 
that ‘‘opposes blasphemy”’ and is a ‘‘pro- 
test of the profiteering of sacred 
imagery.” 

There is a possible bright side 
to the Helms assault: It vaulted Serrano 
and Mapplethorpe onto the front page of 
the New York Times, and may have been 
a factor in the record popularity of the re- 
cent Mapplethorpe show at the 
Washington Project for the Arts.

TURNOUT AT 
POLLS KEY 

TO DOMESTIC 
PARTNERS 


SUPPORTERS OF San Francisco’s domes- 
tic partners law say they need to increase 
voter turnout by some 50 percent if they are 
to defeat a November ballot repeal. 

To win their campaign, organizers also 
need to raise $200,000, twice the amount 
originally projected, a group of 70 cam- 
paign supporters was told July 25th. 

Campaign manager Dick Pabich said at 
the meeting that about 100,000 people nor- 
mally vote in an off-year, low-turnout elec- 
tion like November’s. 





“‘What we have to do is get something in 
the range of 40,000 to 50,000 other voters 
to turn out. That’s very difficult to do,”’ 
Pabich said. 

The domestic partners measure was 
placed on the ballot by religious groups 
who say that it threatens the traditional 
family. The ordinance officially recognizes 
homosexual relationships. It also provides 
domestic partners of city workers with the 
same sick leave, bereavement and maternity 
leave benefits as married couples. 

Though Pabich said the campaign was 
“‘do-able,’’ he was less optimistic than 
other gay activists who a few weeks ago 
said they were confident that 60 percent of 
the voters supported the measure. 

Pabich pointed to a recent San Fran- 
cisco State University poll. He said the 
poll’s wording couldn’t ‘‘give us a better 
result.’’ Yet it showed that of those most 
likely to vote in November, a bare majority, 
just 51 percent, favored the domestic 
partners law.. 

“Tt indicates that of the people likely to 
vote we have little margin of error at 
best,’’ Pabich said. 

A winning campaign must get 35,000 to 
40,000 gays to the polls and garner some 
35,000 straight voters, which would be 
about 35 percent of the heterosexual vote, 
he estimated. 

The attempt to motivate voters who 
don’t usually cast a ballot in off-year elec- 
tions will be costly, Pabich said. 

He originally projected a budget of 
$100,000, but now estimates the campaign 
must raise $200,000, with some $40,000 
needed in the next five weeks. 

“To my mind that’s a bare-bones 
budget,’’ Pabich said. 

Ticking off the likely expenditures, 
Pabich said some $95,000 would go to 
staff salaries, $25,000 for direct mail cam- 
paigning, $20,000 for printing, $15,000 for 
a campaign office in the Castro neighbor- 
hood, $20,000 for polling, $15,000 for 
fundraising expenses and $10,000 for 
phone banks. 

Pabich said the campaign tactics will in- 
volve a “‘targeted, sophisticated, person- 
to-person effort. . .there will be very little 
money spent on mailings and nothing on 
radio or television.” 

The campaign themes won’t be identified 


until he has results from a poll planned for 


next month, Pabich said. 

The uncertainity over the right message 
seemed to surface at the organizing 
meeting. 

Harry Britt, president of the Board of 
supervisors and the gay sponsor of the 
domestic partners bill, used heated rhetoric 
attacking the repeal supporters: ‘‘This 
campaign is a spiritual war. . .our enemies 
are saying they want the authoritarian, 
man-on-top, woman-on-bottom world.’’ 

But Scott Shafer, Mayor Agnos’s gay 
press spokesperson, said the Mayor, whose 
support is considered crucial, ‘‘doesn’t 
want an us-versus-them campaign.’’ 

Meanwhile, divisions in the gay ranks 
surfaced July 27th when the gay news- 
paper Bay Area Reporter accused Pabich 
in an editorial of introducing ‘‘a destruc- 
tive divisiveness”’ into the campaign. 

The gay paper was apparently piqued by 
Pabich’s statement that gay protesters 
who had disrupted Sunday Mass at a 
Catholic church ‘‘make us look crazy.” 

Pabich said his remarks ‘‘were just a 
response to a reporter’s question about 
campaign strategy. It’s not part of my 
work or strategy to infringe on people’s’ 
rights to protest.’’

The enigmatic Gwenn Craig

Ss FRANCISCO’s newest police commissioner, 





Gwenn Craig, knows she’s sitting on a political hotseat. 

A few months ago, when she was under considera- 

tion for a slot on the controversial commission, Craig told a 

friend she might even refuse a mayoral appointment. 

‘‘Why,”’ she asked, “‘should I get paid almost nothing and be 
one of the most hated people in town?”’ 

It’s a good question. 

During much of the past year, the Police Commission has 
been embroiled in political disputes, wrangling over the 
police beating of labor leader Dolores Huerta and the alleged 
police cover up of the accused officer’s lack of fitness for 
duty. Recently, a new round of charges of police hassling of 
Latinos and gays has surfaced. 

Yet when the call came on July 13th from Mayor Agnos, 
Craig, a 38-year-old political triple threat (black, lesbian and 
a feminist), signed onto the powerful commission. 

Agnos chose Craig, he told the Bay Guardian, because of 
her law enforcement background (a deputy sheriff for five 
years) and her commitment to civilian control of the police. 

As president of the Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay Demo- 
cratic Club, Craig took part in the critical negotiations that 
convinced the Police Officers Association not to oppose the 
1982 ballot campaign for the Office of Citizen Complaints, the 
police department’s civilian watchdog agency. Though the 
commission slot was a much sought after political plum, Craig 
had doubts about taking the job. When Agnos appointed her, 
she says, ‘“‘the mayor told me ‘you’re going to be a bigshot,’ 
but I looked at it as a sacrifice, politically and personally.”’ 

In recent years, Craig had pulled back from political life, 
caring for nearly a dozen close friends who have died from 
AIDS diseases. 

Nonetheless, Craig, who says there’s a ‘‘schism between 
the police and the community,’’ found the chance to serve as 
the ‘‘link’’ between the groups too enticing to pass up. 

“I’ve always been a sucker for the arguments about the 
moral imperative of public service,’’ she says. 

What’s more, gay activists have long made a gay presence 
on the Police Commission a priority because of past police 
harassment of gays. Mayor Dianne Feinstein appointed the 
first gay in 1980. 

The five commissioners set policy for the department and 
oversee its operation. But their influence can be limited by 
the views of the mayor (who can fire them at will), the desires 
of the police chief and the demands of the politically power- 
ful POA. Commissoners earn $100 for between 80 and 100 
hours of work a month. 

Among gay politicos, Craig’s appointment was greeted 
with general approval, though some supporters of Pat 
Norman, a three-time unsuccessful lesbian candidate for the 
Board of Supervisors, were irked. But the objections seemed 
to center mostly on personalities. During a phone interview

a political achievement but a personal turning point. 

. The AIDS epidemic has loomed over her life for the 
last six years. She lost her first close friend to an AIDS disease 
in 1983. In 1985, Bill Kraus, another close friend and political 
ally, succumbed to AIDS-related Cryptococcal meningitis. 
The next year, yet another close friend died, and, she says 
“the succession of deaths started getting thick after that.’ 

“TI had to entirely pull back,’’ she says. *‘I decided there 
were more important things in life than going to meetings.”’ 
Eventually, the avalanche of AIDS deaths proved too ex- 
hausting. ‘‘The care-giving role was getting to be overwhelm- 


r OR CRAIG, the high-visibility post represents not only 
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ing. There were so many to take care of,’’ she says. Craig 
grew depressed, put on weight. Her blood pressure began 
“‘going into the red zone.” 

A few months ago, she says, “‘I finally decided I could sit on 
the sofa and eat burritos, or I could do something.’’ The 
something was a diet that took off 45 pounds. It also pro- 
vided a psychological anchor. ‘‘I found some aspect of my 
life I could control,’’ she explains. 

For many people, Craig, the mother of a 19-year-old 
daughter, has been an anomaly. Though she’s a lesbian, she’s 
always enjoyed the company of gay men — even in the 
separatist Seventies. And although she’s a black feminist, she’s 
politically most identified with largely white gay groups. 

Her refusal to behave according to some unwritten guide 
to politically correct living creates suspicion about her 
allegiances. In particular, some activists in the black com- 
munity have complained she is too identified with gays. 

Lulann McGriff, president of the local branch of the 
NAACP, says of her appointment: ‘‘We always like to see 
somebody who’s primarily interested in the black com-

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GIANTS OWNER BOB LURIE 


DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


THE RECENT UNVEILING of 
the Giants ballpark proposal 
revealed one particularly strik- 
ing and troubling fact; Bob 
Lurie has somehow convinced 
the city to give him a ballpark 
for free. 

The proposal has been 
carefully detailed in print and 
electronic media. The 
40,000-seat, $115-million park 
would be built near the Bay, 
south of Market, in time for the 
1995 season 

But there has been precious 
little mention of Giants owner 
Bob Lurie. When he is men- 
tioned, it is in a tone that im- 
plies he has done the city a 
great favor by accepting its 
frenzied — and successful — 
efforts to provide a package 
that meets his demands. 

But despite all the concern 
about the views of voters — 
who must approve the pack- 
age this fall — Lurie will not 
lay out a single penny for the 
stadium. Here is a man whose 
wealth has been estimated at 
somewhere near $350 million 
— and who will profit tremen- 
dously if the stadium is a suc- 
cess. Yet he sees fit not to of- 
fer any money for his own 
team's ballpark. 

Much of Lurie’s wealth 
came from that most lucrative 
of golden geese, San Fran- 
cisco real estate speculation. 
He has invested in (and prof- 
ited from) large buildings that 
add to city costs, traffic con- 
gestion and higher rents. For 
Lurie not to feel an over- 
whelming obligation to make 
at least a token contribution to 
the ballpark project is a slap in 
the face to every San Fran- 
ciscan. In fact, voters may 
react to that slap in the face in 
the voting booth, in this fall's 
ballpark referendum. By all ac- 
counts the campaign will be 
hard-fought and the vote 
close. And Lurie has handed 
the ballpark’s opponents a 
very effective pitch: ‘Bob 
Lurie wants us to buy him a 
stadium. And he hasn't seen fit 
to put up a dime.” 

Giants Executive Vice Presi- 
dent Corey Busch was recent- 
ly quoted arguing that the 
issue should not be Lurie and 
his wealth. And perhaps it 
shouldn't. But just saying so is 
not good enough for a project 
of this size. 

Many San Franciscans want 
a firm, quantifiable commit- 
ment. One that Lurie has failed 
to make. 

That decision may alienate 
enough voters to shoot the ball- 
park proposal down. For Lurie, 
that would be a defeat at least 
partly of his own making.

Nelder stalls rent vote 


SUPERVISOR WENDY Nelder’s failure 
to appear at last Tuesday’s Land Use 
Committee meeting prevented the three- 


~ member panel from holding its long- 


awaited hearing on vacancy-control legisla- 
tion. By missing the meeting, Nelder 
handed a significant victory to Jack Davis, 
a political consultant working for local 
landlords. And she embarrassed vacancy- 
control advocate Mitchell Omerberg, who, 
along with a other tenant activists, had 
rounded up more than 300 people to at- 
tend the meeting. 

The meeting was adjourned for lack of a 
quorum by Supervisor Doris Ward after 
Nelder could not be contacted. 

Before the meeting, Davis had predicted 
that no vote would be forthcoming that 
day. He gave no indication that he knew 
Nelder would skip the meeting, but many 
in the crowd suggested that her absence 
was not accidental. 

Nelder has supported vacancy control in 
the past, and that stance has won her the 
endorsement of some local tenant groups 
(and probably a significant number of 
tenant votes). But landlord groups are 
putting tremendous pressure on all the 
supervisors not to approve the new legisla- 
tion, and some fear Nelder may be recon- 
sidering her position. 

Others speculated that Nelder’s absence 
a none-too-subtle rip at Board Presi- 
dent Harry Britt and Mayor Art Agnos, 
who have been pushing for vacancy-con- 
trol legislation for years. Recently, Britt 
and Nelder got into a bit of a public spat, 
during which Nelder called Britt ‘‘a 
hypocrite and a liar.”’ 

Officially, tenant advocates say Nelder 
is still in the pro-vacancy-control camp. 
One observer, however, noted that 
Nelder’s re-election drive would have three 
powerful constituencies if she has switched 
her position. ‘‘She has the cops, the fire- 
fighters and now the landlords. What else 
does she need?”’ 

Another possibility: Davis may have 
convinced the major landlord groups to 
put up money and political support against 
the new two-term limit measure, which is 
slated for November’s ballot, in exchange 
for a promise from some swing-vote super- 
visors not to support vacancy control. The 
tenant activists obviously have thought 
about that: As it was announced that 
Nelder was not going to attend and the 
meeting was over, a chant of ‘‘two-term 
limit’’arose from the tightly packed crowd. 


Fillmore project huddle 


REDEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 
President Leroy King was seen slipping in- 
to Mayor Art Agnos’s office July 25th 
with three of the main partners of the Fill- 
more Center Project. 

King had apparently not informed the 
other commissioners in advance that he 


. Was meeting with the mayor, since he an- 


nounced the meeting at the commission 
meeting later that day. 

King, when asked, said the meeting took 
place to discuss an update on the project’s 
progress and denied there was any discus- 
sion of problems with financing. 

But others close to the scene did raise 
that question — and for good reason. In- 
tegrated Resources, the project developer, 
was recently forced to restructure millions 
of dollars worth of debt on the East Coast. 
The Fillmore Center project itself is $40 
million over budget on an original budget 
of $80 million. The project has also been 
plagued with fire-safety and building-code 


problems that critics allege are the results of 
cost-cutting. 


Plainclothes arrests 


THE SAN Francisco Police Department 
has apparently ignored its own rules on the 
use of undercover police at demonstrations. 

Deputy Chief Frank Reed told the 
Human Rights Commission June 29th that 
the department no longer uses undercover 
officers to make arrests at demonstrations. 
Reed informed the commission of this 
policy after being questioned about the 
tactics used at a March demonstration 
where undercover cops were videotaped 
macing protestors and making arrests 
without identifying themselves. 

But despite Reed’s statement, on July 
19th, the night that members of Food Not 
Bombs were arrested for serving food to 
the homeless in the Civic Center Plaza, a 
majority of the arrests were made by un- 
dercover officers who failed to identify 
themselves. 

Numerous undercover officers were seen 
wandering through the crowd — one was 
identified and forced to leave the plaza. 
She later appeared on the balcony with the 
police team monitoring the demonstration. 

Reed, who was in charge of the police 
contingent on the scene, told one legal 
observer there that he had ‘‘never said’’ 
undercover cops were not to be used at 
demonstrations. But he said their role was 
to be ‘‘eyes and ears’’ for the uniformed 
officers, and that they should not be 
making arrests. 

During the demonstration, however, un- 
dercover officers were repeatedly seen ar- 
resting demonstrators and hauling them in- 
to the back of police vans. 

Perhaps the Police Commission needs to 
ask Chief Frank Jordan a simple question: 
What is the department’s policy, anyway? 


Nuclear-free Alameda 


ALAMEDA COUNTY anti-nuclear 
organizers are beginning their push to 
make much of the East Bay a nuclear-free 
zone with a petition drive to create a 
countywide anti-nuclear ordinance. 

The petition drive will kick off on Aug. 
6th — the 44th anniversary of the 
Hiroshima nuclear attack — and is de- 
signed to unify the entire county on the 
issue. The cities of Oakland, Berkeley and 
Hayward all have nuclear-free ordinances 
on the books. 

There are 164 nuclear-free zones in the 
country, and more than 4,000 worldwide. 

The Alameda County drive is part of a 
larger plan to create a Bay Area 
coalition of nuclear-free zones. Similar ef- 
forts are shaping up in San Francisco and 
Marin counties. The long-range goal is to 
make the entire Bay Area nuclear-free. 

The ordinances not only would prohibit 
the shipment, storage and processing of 
nuclear fuels in the designated areas, but 
also would force local governments to 
sever ties and investments with manufac- 
turers of nuclear-weapons components. 
These companies, predictably, have fought 
such ordinances in the past and 
presumably will continue to do so.

Before Kris Conti, the current Question Man 
woman, Novella O’Hara did the column for 20 years. The 
Question Man has pretty much always been a woman. 

I called up Conti recently and asked her why she puts up 
with being called a man. Conti, who has been doing the col- 
umn for the past nine years, said, “I have no problem with it 
— it’s been the Question Man ever since the beginning.” 

Conti told me that ‘‘when women’s lib came along, there 
was some talk about changing it, but we didn’t have any big 
feeling about it.’’ She likes the title, and says she thinks it’s 
catchier than the Question Woman. But the real question is: 
What does she say to people on the street? Hi, I’m the Ques- 
tion Man? 

“T say I do the Question Man,” she told me. Their 
response? ‘‘They tell me I don’t look like a guy.”’ 

Conti added that sometimes when she’s on vacation, aman 
fillsin. They wouldn’t want to call hima women, wouldthey? 
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Robert Bass: His formula for success involves surrounding himself with brilliant associates and letting them work on their own projects. 


Bass’s beachhea 


Texas billionaire Robert Bass couldsoon control a huge chunk 
of San Francisco's waterfront. Are we in for Disneyland-by-the-Bay?

T SEEMS somehow appropriate 
(or at least amusing) that the big- 
gest fish at Fisherman’s Wharf 
these days has the last name of 
Bass. 

But to local merchants, what he’s 
doing to the waterfront is not a bit fun- 
ny — and not at all appropriate. 

Robert M. Bass, a publicity-shy 
billionaire from Fort Worth, Texas, 
leads a group of investors that since 
1981 has been buying up San Francisco 
waterfront property and leases. 

If his latest venture, a bid to buy the 
Red & White Fleet for $30 million, is 
successful, Bass and his associates will 
own or control leases on almost every 
major waterfront site between Piers 33 
and 45, including Pier 39. 

The Bass gang will control a huge 
chunk of the lucrative Fisherman’s 
Wharf tourist trade, own a tour-boat 
monopoly and control all the private 
slips large enough to handle commuter 
ferries (see chart, page 17). 

In more specific terms, the Bass 
group, through Pier 39, will own 13 
boats, a dozen slips, three restaurants, 
a catering company, a motorized cable 


car company, four trinket shops, a 
large marina, a parking garage, a 
charter yacht, two major tourist attrac- 
tions, a commuter ferry line;-a sight- 
seeing cruise line, at least a dozen 
waterfront leases (see map and sidebar, 
page 16) and — quite possibly — a ma- 
jor new hotel. 

Before long, a typical visitor to Fish- 
erman’s Wharf might park in Bass’s 
garage, stay in Bass’s hotel, have din- 
ner at one of Bass’s restaurants, take a 
cruise on Bass’s charter yacht and see 
the rest of San Francisco from one of 
Bass’s motorized cable cars. 

If all goes as planned, the visitors 
might take their kids to Bass’s Under- 
water World aquarium, experience a 
simulated earthquake at Bass’s San 
Francisco Experience, buy souvenir 
refrigerator magnets at Bass’s Magnet 
P.I. store and ride Bass’s ferry to 
Alcatraz. 

And all of the profits would go right 
out of town. 

The point is simple: A big chunk of 
one of San Francisco’s most distinctive 
areas — one that generates an estimated 
$90 million a year — is becoming part of 
areal estate portfolio controlled by an out- 
of-town, high-stakes wheeler-dealer. 


It does not bode well for the survival 
of the fishing industry, the local tourist 
economy or what remains of the water- 


_ front area’s historic character. 


OBERT M. BASS does not 

show up on the corporate 

‘records for Pier 39 Limited 

‘Partners. The general partners, 

according to state filings, are 
Robert A. Moor and Molly H. South of 
Chicago-based Moor & South. Moor 
and South, however, have been con- 
nected with most of Bass’s major deals 
during the past several years (see 
sidebar, page 17). 

Two other limited partners in Pier 
39, according to sources familiar with 
the operation, are Texas Partners and 
San Francisco Partners, names that 
also show up consistently in Bass- 
associated deals. 

Bass, according to Fortune magazine, 
is the ‘‘main man’’ in such deals (see 
story, this page). According to an Oct. 
10, 1988 Fortune article, ‘‘Gerald 
Schultz, the Bell & Howard chairman 
who joined Bass in taking the company 
private, says, ‘I knew instantly once I 
talked to Bob Bass that the group’s pur- 
pose was his purpose.’ ”’ 


Bass’s 1986 financial disclosure 
statement from his term on the Texas 
Highway and Public Transportation 
Commission, shows that he has a part- 
nership interest in Pier 39. 

The insurance policy on the pier is in 
the name of Bass’s RMB Realty. The 
same policy also covers a K-Mart plaza 
in Durham, North Carolina, an office 
building in Chicago and a mall on the 
boardwalk in Atlantic City. 

Pier 39 and the surrounding Fisher- 
man’s Wharf area is already the third- 
largest tourist draw in the country, ac- 
cording to Amusement Business 
magazine. The pier itself claims more 
than 11 million visitors per year and 
projects sales of more than $90 million 
for 1989. 

Robert Bass once owned a piece of 
the number one and two attractions — 
Disney World in Florida and Disney- 
land in Anaheim. He has since sold his 
shares in Disney but his eldest brother, 
Sid, still controls a major chunk of the 
company’s stock. 

Local merchants say Bass and his 
projects are changing the flavor of the 
neighborhood.

Who Is 
Robert 
Bass?

OBERT M. BASS is the third- 
oldest son of the world’s 
fourth-richest family. For 
many years, it was the oldest 
brother, Sid, who attracted 
most of attention — but not any more. 

It was Sid, along with Stanford class- 
mate Richard Rainwater, who built up 
the family’s meager $50 million oil for- 
tune — only half a unit to wealthy Tex- 
ans — to a more respectable $ billion. 
Some of the big deals included Disney 
(Sid still owns $700 million worth of 
shares) and Texaco. The latter paid the 
brothers $400 million in “‘greenmail”’ to 
abandon their takeover attempt. 

Of the four brothers — Sid, Edward, 
Robert and Lee — Robert was the 
shyest. He stayed largely in his brothers’ 
shadow until 1983, when he formed his 
own investment group. But by 1985, 
when the brothers’ joint investment 
tool, Bass Brother Enterprises, broke 
apart, Robert was ready for the big time. 

His first major move was an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to take over American 
Broadcasting Co. The purchase of 
ABC by Capitol Cities earned Robert 
the consolation of a hefty profit on his 
4 percent share. 

Robert often purchases stock in an 
undervalued company, then works with 
management to improve performance 
before selling off the company at a 
profit. He purchased 25 percent of Taft 
Broadcasting in 1985, put his own peo- 
ple on the board, then took the com- 
pany private in 1987. Estimated profits: 
$500 million. 

Forbes magazine estimated Robert’s 
net worth at more than $1 billion and a 
financial disclosure statement filed 
with the Texas Secretary of State in 
1986 shows he owned stock in 43 partner- 
ships (including Pier 39 Limited Partners) 
and 24 companies and held notes from 
66 sources (including Pier 39). 

According to an Oct. 10, 1988 article 
in Fortune magazine, ‘‘The Robert M. 
Bass Group operates as a loose con- 
federation of near-equals, with part- 
ners working on deals in their areas of 
specialization under the general super- 
vision of the main man.... 

“Several executives who have dealt 
with the group note gratefully that the 
partners were able to talk with equal 
authority for themselves, for each 
other and for Bass. Still, no one doubts 
that Robert Bass himself sets 
direction.” 

The names that regularly appear in 
deals headed by Bass include: Rain- 
water; David Bonderman, a former 
hotshot Washington attorney who 
shares Bass’s interest in historic preser- 
vation; Robert A. Moor and Molly H. 
South of Moor & South, general part- 
ners in Pier 39; John Scully (not the Ap- 
ple Scully but a former classmate of 
Sid’s); and William Oberndorf, who 
along with John Scully recommends 
stock purchases. 

San Francisco Partners, based in 
Mill Valley, is one of Bass’s many ties 
to the Bay Area. In addition to his Pier 
39 investment, he owns, along with 
Aoki Corporation of Japan, the Westin. 
Hotel chain, including the St. Francis, He

“What built Fisherman’s Wharf 
historically,”’ said Chris Martin, owner 
of The Cannery and co-chair of the 
area’s Citizen’s Advisory Committee, 
“‘were the small, individual businesses 
where fishermen opened sheds and sold 
fish. '. he sheds later became restaurants. 
Pier 39 threatens the nature of Fisher- 
man’s Wharf, the personality, the 
character, the grit. What you tend to end 
up with is a very Disney-like product.” 

Martin told the Bay Guardian he has 
tried to tell Pier 39’s managers that it 
would be in the company’s interest to 
encourage the fishing industry at the 
Wharf. But instead, the company has 
pursued projects like Underwater 
World, which will compete with the 
city’s proposed Fisheries Institute on 
Pier 39. 

“They’ve always marketed them- 
selves as being separate from Fisher- 
man’s Wharf,”’ Martin said, ‘‘and I 
think they’re taking advantage of the 
area. I keep seeing them pushing for 
their individual projects. I don’t see 
their influence being used productively 
for the long-term goals of the area.”’ 

The Underwater World aquarium 
and the Red & White Fleet purchase are 
just two of Pier 39’s projects. The com- 
pany runs a motorized cable car 
service and the Examiner reported last 
month that Bass had been negotiating 
with Spectacor to help finance the ac- 
quisition of the ballpark site by pur- 
chasing the Kirkland Muni Yard for a 
hotel site. The yard is directly across 
from the Pier 39 Garage, which is 
directly across from Pier 39. 

The ballpark proposal released last 
week calls for the city to keep the 
Kirkland Yard, transfer it from the city 
Public Utilities Commission to the Port, 
then use it to finance the purchase 
price. of the stadium land. But Sue 
Hestor, an attorney who represents 
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The growing 
octopus 


Fisherman’s Wharf merchants op- 
posed to Underwater World, said the 
city will need to maximize its revenue 
from the land — and that means selling 
the land to a hotel developer. “‘I think 
what they’re doing is obscuring it while 
the ballpark is on the ballot,”’ she said. 
“I’d be staggered if they did anything 
different.”’ 

Rumors also abound on the Wharf 
that Pier 39 is interested in leasing 
Pier 43 and in purchasing some of the 
Wharf restaurants and Hornblower 
Yachts, which offers dinner cruises and 
charters. Lucy Hobgood-Brown, Pier 
39 public relations director, said she 
was not aware of any further expansion 
plans. President and general manager 
Fritz Arko did not return Bay Guard- 
ian phone calls by press time. 


ASS AND his associates, 
however, may be looking 
beyond building a better 
tourist trap. They have in- 
dicated an interest in expand- 
ing ferry service around the Bay. The 
Bass group already owns the Blue & 
Gold Fleet, and has proposed to buy 
the only private competitor, Crowley 
Maritime’s Red & White Fleet. 

Blue & Gold’s filing before the 
California Public Utilities Commission, 
which must approve the Red & White 
sale, predicts that increased bridge and 
highway congestion will force a return to 
a waterborne transit system “‘not entire- 
ly unlike it was in the 1930s before con- 
struction of bridge links to East and 
North Bay communities.’’ 

The Red & White purchase would 
give Blue & Gold access to slips at the 
Ferry Building, Fisherman’s Wharf, 
Alcatraz, Angel Island, Vallejo, 
Tiburon, Sausalito and Oakland. It 
would also more than double Blue & 
Gold’s fleet of three tour boats and the 
charter yacht Golden Sunset by adding 
nine Red & White boats, including two 
high-speed catamarans. The system’s 
only competition would come from the

public Golden Gate Bridge District. 
Bass is also a major partner in Har- 
bor Bay Isle, a 1 million-square-foot 
office and residential complex in 
Alameda. Ron Cowan, the project’s 
developer, has long advocated ferry 
transportation from Harbor Bay to 
San Francisco, and even experimented 
with hovercraft runs a few years ago. 
State Senator Quentin Kopp told the 
Bay Guardian several Bay Area cities 


are considering using water transit — 
including Pittsburgh, Oakland, 
Alameda and South San Francisco — 
and some, like Vallejo, may be willing 
to offer public subsidies. 

Another source of expanded de- 
mand for ferry service could be the pro- 
posed downtown ballpark. The traffic 
analysis for the stadium states, ‘‘Ferry 
service directly to the ballpark from the 
East Bay, North Bay and possibly the 


South Bay is planned.... Ferry 
operators are expected to offer 
‘Ballpark Specials’ much the same as 
would be available at Caltrain.” 

If the Red & White sale is approved, 
the only two ferry services in the area 
will be the Golden Gate Bridge District 
and the Blue & Gold — and the only 
one of those with an East Bay slip is 
Blue & Gold. 

Before the sale is finalized, the deal 
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Snapping up the waterfront 


THE BASS organization’s Blue & 
Gold Fleet has offered to purchase 
Crowley Maritime’s Red & White 
Fleet operation. If the deal goes 
through, it would combine the two 
largest collections of leaseholds on 
the waterfront into one, and give 
Bass control of all ferry slips except 
those used by the Golden Gate 
Bridge District. 

Here is the breakdown by pier: 
Ferry Building: Through Harbor 
Carriers, a division of Crowley 
Maritime, the Red & White Fleet 
holds the lease on ferry slips behind 
the Ferry Building on the west side. 
Pier 9: Crowley holds the lease on 
the outer half of this pier. 

Pier 33: Pier 39 Limited Partners 
holds a lease for office space. It is in- 
sured by Bass’s RMB Realty. 

Pier 35: Pier 39 Limited Partners 
leases the corner of Pier 35 that 
abuts Pier 39. It is also insured by 
RMB Realty. 

Pier 39: In addition to the pier 
itself, Pier 39 Limited Partners con- 
trols the boat slips inside the break- 
water. Boat owners hold subleases. 
The leasehold extends along the 
Embarcadero and will include Un- 
derwater World. 

Pier 41: This long, narrow pier was 
improved as part of the original 
terms for building Pier 39. Still leased 
by Pier 39 Limited Partners, this is 
now a narrow fishing pier. On the 
west side of the pier are the Red & 


White Fleet’s main slips. The two- 
story office building on this site in- 
cludes a complete commissary for 
the fleet. 

Pier 43: This pier, although con- 
demned by the city to remove a tenant 
who offered helicopter tours, is still 
usable. The pier has no current ten- 
ant, but Pier 39 Limited Partners is 
rumored to be interested. Both 
Underwater World and the city’s pro- 
posed Fisheries Institute on Pier 45 
will require filling portions of the Bay 
—and that will necessitate opening up 
part of the Bay elsewhere. Pier 39 and 
the city are reportedly both looking at 
demolishing Pier 43 for the requisite 
“*fill credits.”’ 

Pier 432: To the west of this pier, 
Harbor Carriers holds four slips for 
Red & White Fleet overflow. The 
lease here reverts to the Port if the 
slips are not used for 30 days, so the 
Red & White Fleet uses them occa- 
sionally to keep the lease active. 
Pier 45: Plans call for this large 
pier to be converted into the Fisher- 
ies Institute. The Red & White Fleet 
controls a substantial amount of of- 
fice and storage space on the pier 
through at least three leases. 

Pier 70: Although most of Pier 39 
Limited Partners’ holdings are on the 
northern waterfront, the RMB Realty 
insurance policy covering Piers 39, 35 
and 33 also covers part of Pier 70 on 
the southern waterfront.

ROBERT M. BASS GROUP 
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The Bass gang: A guide to the players 


IT’S HARD to tell the players with- 
out a scorecard, but these are some 
of the people who are involved in 
most of Robert Bass’s major deals, 
including Pier 39. We tracked them 
down through Wall Street Journal 
articles, California Secretary of State 
corporate records, fictitious business 
name statements and a financial dis- 
closure form filed with the Texas 
Secretary of State in 1986 when Bass 
served on the State Highway and 
Public Transportation Commission. 
Fritz Arko: Arko is the Bass 
organization’s main administrator 
— president and general manager 
— of Pier 39. Corporate records on 
file with the Secretary of State list 
him as the president of Pier Restau- 
rants and Blue & Gold Fleet. 
Richard Blum: The husband of 
former Mayor Dianne Feinstein is 
chairman of Richard C, Blum and 
Associates and Richard C. Blum 
and Associates II, both of San Fran- 
cisco. He has acknowledged that 
Robert Bass is a limited partner in at 
least one of the firms. Blum is also a 
general partner of Richard C. Blum 
and Associates III, a Fort Worth 
investment firm. The company’s 
other general partner is Lackawanna 
Corp., which is owned by John 
Scully and David Bonderman. 
Richard Blum and Associates III 
was involved in the Bass group’s 


purchase and subsequent sale of 
Pacific First shares in 1985 and 
Blum was one of four Bass rep- 
resentatives added to the board of 
Taft Broadcasting in 1986. 

David Bonderman: Once a high- 
powered Washington attorney, 
Bonderman is now vice president of 
Robert M. Bass Group. He is re- 
portedly responsible for nailing down 
most of Bass’s big deals. He is also a 
co-owner of Lackawanna Corp. 
David Marshall: This Philadelphia 
resident once managed Ameribass 
Realty, the Bass company that held 
the insurance policy on Pier 39 dur- 
ing 1987. But in December of that 
year, Marshall struck out on his own, 
absorbing much of the Ameribass 
portfolio, including Philadelphia’s 
Chestnut Hill, into his own Amer- 
imar Realty. A June article in Phila- 
delphia Magazine lists Pier 39 as part 
of Amerimar’s portfolio. After the 
split, however, the insurance policy 
on the pier was assumed by RMB 
Realty, not Amerimar, indicating 
that Bass retained his stake in Pier 39. 
Robert A. Moor and Molly H. 
South: They have lent their names 
to the Moor & South Investment 
Management Group of Chicago. 
Like Texas Partners and San Fran- 
cisco Partners, Moor & South is in- 
volved in almost every major deal 
connected to Robert Bass. Bass’s 





financial disclosure statement lists 
Moor as a resident of Philadelphia. 
The two are the only general part- 
ners of Pier 39 and Associates, and 
the officers of Pier Restaurants, 
Inc. and Aquabay. Aquabay is a 
general partner, along with Questar 
of New Zealand, in Underwater 
World at Pier 39. 
William Oberndorf: He is a 
general partner in Texas Partners 
and Mill Valley-based San Fran- 
cisco Partners, two of the Bass 
organization’s major investment 
vehicles. San Francisco Partners is 
rumored to be a limited partner in 
Pier 39. According to Fortune 
magazine, Oberndorf and partner 
John Scully are typically respons- 
ible for making initial recommenda- 
tions about what stock to purchase. 
John Scully: This former Stanford 
classmate of Bass’s brother Sid is 
not the John Scully of Apple Com- 
puter fame. He is managing general 
partner of San Francisco Partners 
and a general partner of Texas Part- 
ners. He is also an owner of 
Lackawanna, and, according to 
some reports, Fritz Arko’s super- 
visor. He often visits the Pier 39 of- 
fices. His name appears in almost 
every major transaction in which 
Bass is involved.

also owns 49 percent of the Harbor Bay 
Isle development in Alameda. 

The Bass organization’s finances are 
intertwined with those of Richard 
Blum, husband of former mayor and 
gubernatorial candidate Dianne 
Feinstein. Bass is a limited partner of 
Richard Blum and Associates and 
Bonderman and Scully are partners in 
Richard Blum and Associates III. Blum 
was one of the people appointed to the 
Taft board. 

The Bay Guardian called Blum’s of- 
fice to find out whether he was invested 
in Pier 39. His secretary said he wasn’t, 
but when we asked if he was a partner in 
San Francisco Partners, which is in- 
vested in Pier 39, she said, ‘“‘I’ll have to 
have Mr. Blum call you back on that 
one.’’ Blum never called back. 

Like Blum, Bass is involved in Dem- 
ocratic politics — he owns a home in 
Washington. That, like his ties to 
Blum, give him political clout, as does 
the fact that his two major investments 
here — Pier 39 and Harbor Isle — both 
retain Assembly Speaker Willie Brown 


must leap several hurdles. It must be 
approved by the Port, the California 
Public Utilities Commission and the 
National Park Service. 

The 75 employees of the Red & 
White Fleet are opposing the sale, and 
according to the June 15th Chronicle, have 
hired junk-bond expert Michael 
Milken to put together an employee 
buy-out offer. However, Roger 
Murphy, general manager of the Blue & 
Gold Fleet, told the Bay Guardian the 
employees were not likely to be a serious 
threat to the deal between Crowley 
Maritime and Blue & Gold. 

Blue & Gold’s offer of approximately 
$30 million is extremely high for a com- 
pany that only produced less than $1 
million in profits last year. Such a high 
offer would not be sensible coming from 

“another bidder that would not have a 


monopoly, according to Martin and 
other Fisherman’s Wharf merchants. 

Kopp told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘I’m 

fully supportive of private operation of 
rapid-water transit because they’re 
more efficient than the Golden Gate 
Bridge District.’’ 
. Hestor, however, noted that Blue & 
Gold will have a monopoly on tours 
and private ferries. “‘It’s the kind of 
thing that historically the government 
has tried to prevent,”’ she said. “‘It’s a 
particular problem at Fisherman’s 
Wharf because there are a lot of people 
interested in running cruises. [Blue & 
Gold] will be able to freeze other people 
out of the waterfront.” 

The Pier 39 complex has never 
been free from controversy. It was 
developed by Warren Simmons and 
North Point Center, Inc. in 1975, 


with a sweetheart lease, and an in- 
credibly low assessment based on that 
lease. In 1978, the Bay Guardian re- 
vealed that two supervisors, a port 
commissioner and the deputy city at- 
torney and property manager who 
negotiated the lease all received sub- 
leases at the pier. 

Bass and his associates, who pur- 
chased Pier 39 in 1981, have a reputa- 
tion for being sound managers. But 
Simmons was at least a local en- 
trepreneur — and he didn’t hide behind 
a secretive limited partnership. 

To this day, we don’t know who all 
the limited partners are in Pier 39. 
Nothing on the public records tells us 
for sure, for example, whether Dianne 
Feinstein’s husband, Richard Blum, a 
regular business partner of Bass, 
might have had some interest — how- 


ever indirect — in Pier 39 when Under- 
water World was before his wife’s 
Planning Commission. 

Similarly, nothing tells us how the 
Chronicle, through Chronicle Ventures, 
is invested in Underwater World, and 
whether it might have done other stories 
on the Pier 39 complex or the aquarium 
without disclosing its involvement. 

Before’ the Port, which owns the 
waterfront, lets Bass and his gang put 
up any new hotels or open any new bus- 
iness, it should ask who the investors 
are and what their future plans are for 
the area. And it should make sure those 
plans are what’s best for the city — not 
what’s best for billionaire Texans.

Jr. as an attorney. 

Bass and company can also funnel 
campaign contributions through 
various business entities. For example, 
in 1988, Supervisor Willie Kennedy 
received separate contributions total- 
ing $1,250 from Pier 39, the Blue & 
Gold Fleet and the Westin St. Francis, 
according to Kennedy’s campaign 
statement. 

Bass is a very private man who rarely 
grants interviews. He says, according 
to Fortune, he wants his children to 
grow up normally and the family has 
always shunned the limelight. He also 
discourages his associates from talking 
to the press. Neither Pier 39 president 
Fritz Arko, Scully, Blum nor South 
have returned Bay Guardian phone 
calls seeking information for this series

Crybaby Billionaires 


Bruce B. Brugmann's testimony on the Newspaper Preservation 
Act before the House Subcommittee on Economic

Y STATEMENT today is 
based on nearly 40 con- 
tinuous years in the news- 
paper business, starting as 
a columnist at age 14 on 
the Lyon County Reporter in Rock 
Rapids, Iowa, which last fall celebrated 
its 100th year under the fourth generation 
of the Smith family as the oldest family- 
owned newspaper in the state of Iowa. 

For the past 23 years, [have operated 
a small, locally owned, independent, 
competitive, alternative, progressive, 
community-based, non-monopoly 
newspaper in San Francisco, up against 
the Examiner/Chronicle JOA monop- 
oly, which is armed with a government 
license and backed by two of the 
world’s largest private fortunes. 

When I testified in 1969 against the 
Newspaper Preservation Act before the 
Senate Subcommittee on Antitrust and 
Monopoly, I used the term ‘‘Crybaby 
Millionaire Lawbreakers’’ to demon- 
strate that the nation’s largest media 
chains were operating even more 
brazenly than the usual run of big 
special interests who go to Washington 
for a federal government bailout, 
bushel baskets at the ready. 

Today, I’m updating the crybaby 
term. After 23 years of competing in 
San Francisco with the nation’s biggest 
JOA monopoly in the nation’s Sth 
largest market, after 19 years of watch- 
ing the NPA put an ever tightening 
stranglehold on competitive jour- 
nalism across the country, and after 
seeing the JOAs seek expanded new 
monopoly powers in Washington, 
Detroit, Miami, Manteca (California) 
and York (Pennsylvania) — and now 
the San Gabriel Valley near Los 
Angeles — I’m saying the Crybaby Mil- 
lionaire Publishers are now the Cry- 
baby Billionaire Publishers. To be 
specific, the Crybaby Billionaire Pub- 
lishers with the Perpetual, Ever- 
Expanding, Keep-it-Coming-Guys, 
Billion Dollar Public Relief Bill. The 
bill with the big bushel baskets. 

These Crybaby Billionaires have 
promoted one of the biggest and most 
enduring special interest giveaways in 
American history. Were Congress to 
give a similar grant to any other in- 
dustry, the major newspapers would 
have been screaming bloody murder 
long ago. 

And what benefit has the public re- 
ceived from this giveaway? Nothing. In 
fact, the majority of the citizens of the 
United States are worse served by their 
daily newspapers today than they were 
when the act was passed. Instead of 
helping save newspapers and com- 
peting voices, the act has, as land many 
others predicted at the time, had the 
opposite effect. The NPA has been an 
historic public policy disaster. 

In a phrase, never have so many 
given so much to so few for no good 
reason at all. 

Let’s assess some of the damage. 

Gannett, Knight-Ridder, Hearst, 
Scripps-Howard, Newhouse, Cox, 
Thompson and a few other wealthy 
chains have grown even wealthier. 

Thousands of journalists, press oper-

ators, truck drivers and others in the 
newspaper industry have lost their jobs. 

Serious news and editorial competi- 
tion has been eliminated in JOA cities — 
and meanwhile, more than 200 other 
competitive newspapers have folded. 
Only four dailies have been ‘‘saved”’ by 
the act, and one of those four repudiated 
its JOA agreement and has again begun 
publishing as an independent paper. 

Even in the two dozen or so JOAs 
legalized by the act, the papers aren’t 
safe by any means. The three weaker 
papers in Columbus, Ohio, St. Louis 
and Miami have been killed off, and ex- 
perts predict that another six or eight 
JOA papers may be killed within the 
next 15 years as agreements near ex- 
piration and as the dominant JOA pub- 
lishers decide that a one-newspaper 
monopoly is even more profitable than 
a two-newspaper monopoly. 

Over the past two decades, the San 
Francisco Examiner/Chronicle JOA 
has helped kill four of the Bay Area’s 
16 daily newspapers, as well as killing 
one daily and two large community 
newspapers in the city itself. While 
piling up scores of millions in profits 
for the Ex/Chron owners, the JOA has 
had serious adverse impacts on almost 
everyone and everything else in the Bay 
Area and Northern California, as land 
many others can attest. 


HEN THERE is no eco- 
nomic competition be- 
tween newspapers, there 
is no real news and edi- 
torial competition. In 
San Francisco, this point was made 
painfully clear well before the 
Ex/Chron merger. 

In September 1964, Wells Smith, 
then a top Hearst executive in San 
Francisco, wrote to G.O. Markuson, 
then executive vice president of Hearst 
Newspapers in New York. His letter 
later became public during a hearing on 
a television license for KRON-TV, 
owned by the Chronicle. Wrote Smith: 
“We should not be competitive with 
respect to news content in the future. 
What should be the advantage except 
for prestige? We certainly do not want 
one paper to over-balance and out-run 
the other, since both sides are to share 
fifty-fifty in the operating results.” 

What could be a plainer formula for 
dull, lifeless, eminently lousy papers in 
one of the world’s most liberal and ex- 
citing cities? 

Since the merger in 1965, the Bay 
Area population has soared, but the 
circulation and market penetration of 
the Ex and Chron has declined. The 
lesson: Non-competitive journalism 
breeds stagnant, irrelevant newspapers 
that few people want to read. At the 
same time, the Ex/Chron ad rates have 
skyrocketed. With no competition, the 
JOA papers have been able to provide 
lousy service, and still get away with 
charging ever more exorbitant ad and 
subscription prices. 

Once upon a time, big city news- 
papers proclaimed themselves as in- 
dependent watchdogs of government. 
Today, JOA government-licensed 
journalism often puts newspapers in 
bed with government. 





Let me give you a couple of current, 
juicy examples to drive the point home. 
There’s the case of the 76-year-old, 
$150 million-a-year PG&E/City 
Hall/Raker Act scandal, the story of 
how the local private utility (PG&E) 
has kept public power out of the city for 
seven decades in defiance of federal law 
and the U.S. Supreme Court. Instead 
of exposing the scandal, the JOA 
papers participate in the scandal. First, 
they black out the story. Then they 
allow Mayor Feinstein to appoint 
Joseph Barletta, president of the San 
Francisco Newspaper Agency (the two 
papers’ JOA business arm), to the 
city’s powerful Public Utilities Com- 
mission. Thus, the Examiner and 
Chronicle had their own direct repre- 
sentative on the city policy-making 
body that, among other things, ad- 
ministers PG&E’s ongoing scandal in 
keeping public power out of the city. 

Further, Barletta’s PUC put to- 
gether sellout contracts that, in the 
midst of severe city budget crunches, 
gave even more city millions to PG&E 
each year and perpetuated the scandal 
for yet another 30 years. 

Then there’s the major conflict of in- 
terest and political sleaze story in- 
volving our hometown assemblyman, 
Speaker Willie L. Brown, Jr., and a big 
aquarium development project on our 
waterfront. Brown as a private at- 
torney represents the developer. Brown 
as a public official introduced legisla- 
tion that could help move the project 
along by buying off a key opponent 
with $2 million in public money. 

Instead of exposing the Speaker’s at- 
torney/legislator conflict, the Chroni- 
cle became an investor in Brown’s proj- 
ect. The paper finally had to acknowl- 
edge, in rather cryptic terms, its invest- 
ment, but has provided no further de- 
tails. Its JOA partner, the Examiner, 
has refused without blushing to report 
on the Chronicle investment or the de- 
tails of the Brown conflict. 

Meanwhile, while both papers joy- 
ously promote the Speaker/Chronicle 
project, they refuse to challenge the 
Speaker or to raise the larger political 
corruption issue of attorney/legislator 
conflicts. Moreover, the two papers are 
refusing to challenge Brown on serious 
public interest and Freedom of Infor- 
mation issues, notably a legislative 
secrecy campaign the Speaker is leading 


in Sacramento to allow legislators to 
continue to hold key meetings in secret. 

Unlike the San Jose Mercury News, 
Sacramento Bee, Riverside Press- 
Enterprise, Los Angeles Times, Orange 
County Register, San Diego Union- 
Tribune and others, the Speaker’s two 
hometown dailies have ignored the 
Speaker’s legislative secrecy moves in 
Sacramento — moves which once upon 
a time were, and in many non-JOA 
cities still are, a basic public-interest 
agenda of daily newspapers, right, left 
and center. 

The galloping viruses of govern- 
ment-licensed journalism reach far 
beyond San Francisco. 

As the JOA chains become more 
powerful and pervasive, this baleful in- 
fluence is transmitted with an ever- 
increasing ferocity into the press and 
society at large — even into the powerful 
professional journalism and publisher 
trade organizations, such as the Cali- 
fornia Newspaper Publishers Associ- 
ation (where the Ex/Chron JOA is a 
dominant force), other state associ- 
ations, the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association, and other national 
media groups. 

In past years, CNPA has been a 
strong defender of Freedom of Infor- 
mation and open government issues. 
However, this year, with a key Chroni- 
cle executive as CNPA president, and 
with an attorney from the Chronicle’s 
family law firm as a legal adviser, 
CNPA has backed off and refused to 
challenge the Assembly Speaker’s 
secrecy agenda — through lobbying, 
litigation or even strong resolutions. 


O CHALLENGE the new 

flurry of JOA applications, I 

have introduced an elemen- 

tary resolution before several 

local and national journalism 
organizations. The resolution asked 
for the U.S. Department of Justice to 
hold public hearings in Manteca (or 
York, Pennsylvania or wherever the 
application originates) and to require 
full disclosure of all financial and cor- 
porate documents from the applying 
papers and their parent companies. 
What journalist with red corpuscles 
could object to public hearings and full 
disclosure from a paper applying to the 
Department of Justice for a govern- 
ment license? The answer, I found, was 
most illuminating. 

Boards of directors of journalism 
groups dominated by chains (CNPA, 
California Society of Newspaper 
Editors). My resolution was approved 
by directors of journalism groups still 
dominated by independents (Associa- 
tion of Alternative Newsweeklies, In- 
ternational Society of Weekly News- 
paper Editors, National Newspaper 
Association, Society of Professional 
Journalists — national — and the local 
Northern California chapter). 

The runaway growth of JOAs, their 
increased monopolization of the news 
media and their new moves to expand 
JOA powers represents the most 
serious threat ever to free speech and 
what remains of the free and inde- 
pendent press in the United States of 
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William J. Boarman of the Communications Workers of America testifies as part of a labor panel at a 


America. 

In 1982, Ben Bagdikian, former dean 
of the UC Berkeley journalism school, 
noted in his book, The Media Monopoly, 
that half or more of the U.S. media bus- 
iness was controlled by 50 or fewer com- 
panies. By the time he revised the book 
in 1986, the number had dropped to 29. 
When I called him this Monday, July 
17th, he said the number was now 23. 


IABLE DEMOCRACY 
requires a lively marketplace 
of ideas and robust debate, 
fueled by a wide range of 
competing media outlets and 

diverse, multiple voices. When an ever 
smaller handful of giant corporations 
control an ever larger majority of thena- 
tion’s media, there is a clear and present 
danger to our democratic way of life. 

Let me conclude with some of the key 
points as they might be laid out in an 
editorial in a competitive newspaper. 

Congressmen: Put the spotlight on 
the Crybaby Billionaire Publishers. 
Use these “‘threshold’’ hearing as the ra- 
tionale to hold full-scale, comprehen- 
sive public hearings as soon as possible 
on the repeal of the Newspaper Pre- 
servation Act. 

Force the Crybaby Billionaires to 
come forward and publicly disclose for 
the first time their pre- and post-JOA 
financial records and show us how 
many billions in profits they have taken 
out of their JOA communities across 
the land, and what they have done with 
the money. (They certainly haven’t put 
it into improving their newspapers or 
their communities — instead, in many 
cases, they’ve invested in even more 
media properties, or in real estate, or, 
in the case of the San Francisco Chroni- 
cle in a glitzy, commercial submerged 
aquarium project on the waterfront — 
critics call it ‘‘Ripley’s Believe-it-or- 
Not for fish.’’) 

Cast some sunlight on the dreadful 
job and virtually unpublicized process 
by which the Department of Justice 
grants JOA licenses and in effect 
licenses the press. Ask the big chains 
and monopoly publishers to show 
cause why they shouldn’t be forced to 
abandon their position as the Barons 
on Crags, give up their unregulated, 
government-licensed monopolies and 
compete in the local market, like vir- 
tually every other private enterprise in 
the country. 

Repeal the JOA legislation and allow 
the press to operate freely and in- 
dependently in what ought to be the 
freest place in the world: the market 
place under U.S. capitalism. 

As I said at the conclusion of my 
testimony on June 12th, 1969: ‘‘Give 
my profession a chance to get back its 
blood, its guts and its soul.”’ a

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munity...it would have been best if a known black ad- 
vocate’’ were chosen. 

But others disagree. Black activist attorney Eva Paterson 
says Craig is ‘‘somebody I trust and don’t even have to worry 
about. . .she’ll be protective of people of color.’’ 

On the police commission, Craig says she wants to give 
voice to those “‘who believe strongly in the concept of civilian 
control and who want to strengthen the OCC.”’ 

To that end, she says she favors a change in the City 
Charter that would bring OCC charges of police misconduct 
directly to the commission if, as was the case with the charges 
in the Huerta beating, the police chief is unwilling to forward 
the OCC findings. 


Craig warns, however, that tightening civilian control of 
the police as well as advancing other causes she favors, like 
improved minority hiring, will be ‘‘hard, slow and difficult. 
If we can even make miniscule changes it will be better than 
not moving at all.’’ 

As a past outspoken critic of police abuses, Craig says her 
task is made more difficult by what she assumes is ‘‘a lot of 
apprehension’”’ from the POA and other politically active 
police supporters. 

“I told the mayor that I wanted to show that a progressive 
and people on the left can be trusted to govern the police. 
That we can take balanced measure of all the conflicting 
reports and be responsible,’’ she says. 

Whether that posture will make Craig one of the city’s least- 
liked politicos she’s not sure. She says she is certain though, 
that she can handle the brickbats that may come her way. 

“Tn the 12 years I’ve been in politics,”’ she says, ‘‘I’ve been 
called alot of names.”’ a

CUTTING-EDGE ‘COMMIX’ 


The latest edition of Raw continues the magazine's tradition 
of serious and innovative graphic art 


RAW. Edited by Art Spiegelman and 
Francoise Mouly. Penguin Books, 201 
pages, $14.95.

F YOU THINK of comics as trash 

for kids, prepare for a surprise 

when you pick up the newest edi- 

tion of Raw — the underground- 

come-aboveground magazine that 
has been largely responsible for bringing 
serious and innovative ‘‘commix’’ by 
American and European cartoonists to 
the United States. The most recently 
published issue of Raw, subtitled “‘Open 
Wounds from the Cutting Edge of Com- 
mix,”’ promises to put the “‘litter back in- 
to literature’ through a “‘co-mixing of 
words and pictures.” 

Raw approaches this cutting edge by 
presenting works that go beyond the 
usual boundaries of cartoons in terms of 
content and format. They are futuristic 
and historical, fantastic and mundane, 
traditional narratives and complex 
deconstructions. 

The first eight issues of Raw were 
published in large format but in small 
press runs by Raw Books and Graphics. 
Now, with the first issue of the second 
volume, there has been a reverse: The 
publication has come down to book size 
and Viking Penguin has taken over as 
publisher, calling the new size “‘more ac- 
cessible”’ (personally, I like the large for- 
mat better) and promising wider distribu- 
tion and more publicity for Raw. The 
press packet Penguin sent out is indeed 
slick, and contains not only a poster anda 
button, but also a list of suggested inter- 
view questions for Raw co-editor Art 
Spiegelman. Isn’t he going to get kind of 
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bored answering the same questions all 
the time? 

Many people will, no doubt, pick up 
Raw for no other reason than to see 
Spiegelman’s newest chapter of Maus — 
the biographical and autobiographical 
cartoon account of Art’s father’s ex- 
periences during the Holocaust and the 
contemporary relationship between the 
father, Vladek, and his son. As in all 
previous chapters, the Jews are por- 
trayed as mice, the Nazis as cats and the 
Poles as pigs. 

Each chapter of Maus has first ap- 
peared in an issue of Raw, and the first 
six chapters have been published in 
book form by Pantheon. The newest 
episode, ‘‘Mauschwitz: Time Flies’ 
starts off with Art experiencing car- 
toonist’s block: He can’t visualize 
Auschwitz, he hates drawing 
machinery and he’s bombarded by out- 
rageous and exploitative business prop- 
Ositions (‘‘Maus — You’ve read the 
book, now buy the vest!’’) and by the 
media’s inane questions (‘‘Could you 
tell our audience if drawing Maus was 
cathartic? Do you feel better now?’’). 

He’s also troubled by a deeper prob- 
lem: How is it possible to tell the story 
of the Holocaust from the point of view 
of asurvivor, revealing his courage and 
resourcefulness, without implying that 
those who were killed were somehow 
less courageous or resourceful? ‘‘Life 
always takes the side of life, and some- 
how the victims are blamed. But it 
wasn’t the BEST people who survived, 
nor did the best ones die. It was RAN- 
DOM,”’ says his therapist, also a Holo- 
caust survivor. 

Soon we find ourselves back in 
Auschwitz with Vladek. We see him 
work, sometimes as a shoemaker, 


sometimes as a tin man and sometimes 
doing the so-called ‘‘black work’’ of 
“carrying back and forth big stones, 
digging out holes. Each day different, 
but always the same. Very hard. And 
God forbid if you stopped, only a 
minute to breathe.’’ And we see him 
struggle to see and care for his wife 
Anja, who is in the neighboring camp 
of Birkenau. We think we’ve been led 
to the depths of human suffering with 
Spiegelman’s drawings of gas 
chambers, human ovens, mass graves 
with screaming Jewish mice burning 
alive — only to be left at the end of the 
chapter with the promise of a continua- 
tion in the next issue of Raw: ‘‘Next: 
Chapter Nine. DACHAU (And Here 
My Trouble Began).’’ More compel- 
ling, but hardly as reassuring as ‘“Same 
Maus time. Same Raw channel.” 

The work of Charles Burns, who is 
best known for his comic book Hard- 
boiled Detective Stories and his weekly 
strip Big Baby, is also represented in 
this issue of Raw. ‘Teen Plague from 
Outer Space’’ is a morbid tale about a 
gruesome boy reading a horror comic 
about the mighty Kaballa Bonga, a be- 
ing from another planet who spreads a 
mutating disease through the kisses of 
earth teens. Fantasy fuses with reality 
as the boy’s babysitter and her boy- 
friend develop inexplicable and unat- 
tractive symptoms, and eventually die 
of the dreaded teen plague. 

Although dealing with unconven- 
tional subjects, Burns and Spiegelman 
both use traditional cartoon format in 
so far as they draw characters in boxes 
and the dialogue takes place in bubbles 
superimposed over the image. Raw also 
includes works that differ sharply from 
this norm. Tom De Haven’s work 
“With Margaret Neely as Peg,”’ for ex- 
ample, is more of an illustrated short 
story than a traditional comic strip. It’s 
the tale of a suburban housewife mar- 
ried to Stuart, acommunist spy. Life in 
the subdivision seems to be going 
smoothly until the neighbors want to 
come over and watch the Lone Ranger 
(their TV is broken) during one of 
Stuart’s cell meetings. ‘‘Why had Pete 
asked me that — if Stuart took a lot of 
work home with him? Was it some kind 
of a trick question? A cruel joke? Was 
he toying with me? Did he know? I told 
myself, Don’t be ridiculous — Pete 
Stocker works for Bristol-Meyers, he’s 
a toothpaste scientist, not a federal 
agent! Still...” 

The artwork in this piece is used not 
so much as part of the narrative, as in 
traditional comics, but rather to place 
the story in the genre of cold-war- 
hysteria spoofs. Most of the illustra- 
tions are either comics about com- 
munism, posters from cold-war movies 
or drawings of communist leaders 
looking sinister and evil. 

Francoise Mouly deserves credit as 
co-editor and designer of Raw. She has 
managed to give coherence and unity in 
a book filled with many different styles 
and formats. Like each prior issue, this 
edition of Raw has expanded the world 


of commix with unique mixtures of | 


words and pictures that remind us how 
powerful the medium can be, and that 
the surface of experimental commix 
has only just been scratched. a 





CALLTO ARMS 


An activist uses fiction to speak out against 
the oppression of the disabled 


THE BODY’S MEMORY. By Jean 
Stewart. St. Martins Press, 276 
pages, $16.95.

EAN STEWART, an activist in 
the disabled rights movement, has 
written a personal and powerful 
account of her adaptation to life in 
awheelchair. The Body’s Memory 
is composed of poems, journal en- 
tries and first- and third-person narrative, 
most of it obviously autobiographical. 

To call it a novel, as the book jacket 
proclaims, is a misnomer: Perhaps Ms. 
Stewart felt the need to engage in this 
small deception in order to attract those 
readers who would normally avert their 
eyes from undisguised revelations about 
“the handicapped,’”’ a group that Ms. 
Stewart calls ‘‘the most harshly oppressed 
minority in this country.”’ 

Kate Meredith, a thirtysomething col- 
lege professor, undergoes hip surgery for 
cancer; after several operations she can 
no longer walk unaided. She finds 
crutches so painful and exhausting that 
she rents herself a wheelchair, much to 
the horror of friends who think the move 
signals self-defeat. Says one, ‘‘Doesn’t 
she realize how it looks?” 

Indeed she does: Friends and strangers 
never let her forget it, and Ms. Stewart is 
at her best when angrily attacking such at- 
titudes. Before Kate gets angry, however, 
the reader must wade through 100-plus 
pages of what she herself later terms 
“self-absorbed bombast.” It is unfor- 
tunate that Ms. Stewart chose to devote 
so many pages to Kate’s hospitalization 
and ruminations on having cancer. This is 
territory that has been _well-charted by 


_others,-and while Kate’s self-pity is cer- 


tainly understandable, it doesn’t make 
for compelling reading. 

Hopefully this won’t deter readers 
from persevering to the more meaty and 


Original material, when Kate confronts 
the harsh realities of a society organized 
for the ambulatory. “‘Here were the 
separate schools and separate transpor- 
tation, the separate entrances, the 
‘public’ buildings that were not public 
for us, the books and movies and TV 
shows that did not feature us at 
all. ... Here was oppression so vivid it 
burned the eyes to look at.” 

As Kate takes us through a day in a 
wheelchair, shopping, doing laundry, 
performing all the mundane chores : * 
daily existence, the reader experienc 
the sheer exhaustion brought about by 
lack of access. The most powerful 
passage in the book comes when Kate 
tries her first solo recreational outing, a 
trip to the city to see a musician friend’s 
concert. She parks her car in a garage 
and wheels herself to the elevator, only 
to find it not operating. Alone in the 
cavernous underground lot, she waits 
for help, which never appears. With 
minutes to spare before the concert 
begins, Kate starts wheeling herself up 
the long, steep ramp, while cars careen 
around: ‘‘A car spins past but she can- 
not flag it down, can’t let go of the 
wheels lest the chair hurtle back down 
to the bottom. She tries to scream but 
the car windows are closed tight ... 
driver and passenger seem to be looking 
not at her face but at her body — no not 
at her body but at a vision, hallucina- 
tion, rather: a figure in a wheelchair, 
beetling up a cliff face, alone.” Finally 
Kate turns her chair sideways, puts on 
her brakes and flags down a driver, who 
wheels her out of the garage. 

Kate applies to the Office-of Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation for funds to pur- 
chase her own wheelchair. Despite the 
warnings of a friend who was denied 
new wooden legs by the agency, Kate is 
shocked by the insidious condescension

bestowed upon those in need. In the 
probing questions she detects a ‘‘cluster 
of assumptions,’’ one being that ‘“The 
client-applicant’s Vocational Goals are 
outlandish, greedy, arrogant, must be 
trimmed down to appropriately hum- 
ble scale.’”’ She wonders how many 
clients will persist through the humilia- 
tion, and notes wryly that ‘‘If they 
weren’t Certified Disabled when they 
came in, they will be when they leave.”’ 

During her visits to the agency Kate 
tries to make contact with other clients, 
but is repeatedly shunned. She herself 
has been told by professionals, 
“Whatever you do...don’t join any 
handicapped groups. As long as you 
don’t see yourself as handicapped, you 
won’t be handicapped.’’ Despite 
Kate’s perception that this admonition 
serves to keep her isolated, it takes her 
three years to connect with other 
disabled people. The Body’s Memory 


closes with Kate finding ‘‘my people’’ 
and plunging into political activity 
aimed at obtaining more rights and ac- 
cess for herself and others. 

This is what Stewart has been leading 
up to, and is the underlying thesis of her 
book: a frank call to arms. It is to her 
credit as a writer that she doesn’t 
preach about the need for social 
change, but takes the reader, step by 
painful step, through the awakening 
she herself has undergone. 

Kate’s transformation from victim 
to social activist is subtle and 
understated — when Stewart says that 
“suddenly she tripped over the pro- 
noun ‘us,’ ’’ the reader feels the power 
and immediacy of the change. Because 
of this there is no reader resistance to 
the message Stewart so deftly delivers, 
but a sympathy — or rather, an em- 
pathy — with the justice of her cause. 
To read The Body’s Memory is to 
become acutely aware of the precar- 
iousness of one’s own able-bodied 
status, and to understand not only the 
problems of the disabled, but also their 
potential. |

Two short-story collections illustrate 
alienation in the modern world

LIENATION, cynicism, 

trenchant observations — 

such are the stuff modern 

literature is made of. T. 

Coraghessan Boyle’s Jf 
the River Was Whiskey and Richard 
Yates’s Eleven Kinds of Loneliness, two 
collections of short stories, feature these 
elements in abundance. 

Even though they were written more 
than 30 years apart, and are very different 
in style, tone, setting and substance, these 
two collections do share some basic 
themes — mainly, that each of usis alone 
out there, and that people very seldom 
really connect with one another. 

Boyle’s If the River Was Whiskeyis the 
lighter of the two, written in the witty, 
erudite, sarcastic tone we’ve come to ex- 
pect from the latest generation of writers. 
Most of the 16 stories are clearly set in the 


1980s, many in Los Angeles, and many of 
the characters are yuppies or on the verge 
of yuppiedom. Boyle is not particularly 
sympathetic toward them (or toward 
anyone, for that matter). 

In ‘‘Sinking House,”’ for example, an 
elderly widow turns on every faucet inside 
and outside her house in response to her 
overbearing husband’s recent death. The 
upscale husband next door becomes 
enraged at the potential ‘‘threat [to] the 
whole foundation of [his] house.’’ (Not 
the subtlest symbolism, but it works.) It 
never occurs to him to care about the 
mental state of his neighbor, only about 
his property’s value. 

This story also illustrates Boyle’s dex- 
terity at using succinct descriptions to 
define a character. When he describes the 
young wife doing aerobics in her L.A. 
sunroom while smoking a menthol, you 
get a clear picture pretty quickly. Of 
course, Boyle is playing off stereotypes 
here, but that’s part of the humor. 

Not all the characters in this volume 
are stereotypes — many are pretty fan- 
tastic. Along the way we get an animated 
religious statue that bombards the pro- 
tagonist with elements of every sin he’s 
ever committed (every cow he’s eaten, 
every woman he’slusted after, every drop 


of gin he’s drunk), and a man who straps 
himself to the wing of a moving plane and 
rides cross-country on the axle of a big 
rig, all with the purpose of making 
himself famous. 

Then there’s Breda Drumhill i. 
“Modern Love,”’ who is so obsessed with 
germs she insists her lover wear a full- 
body condom. The lover is so infatuated 
that he agrees. The extent of Breda’s 
commitment, on the other hand, is sum- 
med up by “I love you. I think”” — a 
perfect example of the distance between 
many of Boyle’s characters. 

Another example occurs in ‘King 
Bee,’”’ in which a sociopathic teenager 
feels so disconnected from others that he 
fancies himself a bee, and threatens to 
sting his adopted parents to death. In the 
end, even the bees aren’t on his side. 

A couple of the stories in Whiskey 
don’t really work. “Hard Sell” is a 
monologue by a Los Angeles PR man 
whose assignment is to improve the image 
of the (then-living) Ayatollah Khomeini. 
Granted, it’s an amusing idea, but the 
whole thing is related in L.A. PR-speak: 
“‘And the Jihad shit, can it, will you? I 
mean that kinda thing might go down 
over here but on Santa Monica Blvd., 


. believe me, it’s strictly from hunger.”’ It 


wears thin pretty quickly. 

“*E] Cago En La Leche (Robert Jordan 
in Nicaragua)”’ features a young punk 
who travels to Nicaragua to blow things 
up for the contra-Contras. Not that he’s 
sympathetic to the cause — he just likes to 
blow things up. “El Cago”’ and ‘‘Hard 
Sell’’ both seem more like writing exer- 
cises than self-contained stories. 
Although both have been previously 
published, it’s hard to imagine them 
standing alone. These, however, are the 
exceptions: Most of the stories are amus- 
ingly and provocatively well-written. 

Just as well-written, but in an entirely 
different mode, is Yates’s Eleven Kinds 
of Loneliness, originally published in 
1957 and recently released in paperback. 
As the title implies, these are 11 stories, 
each of which features some degree of 
loneliness and disconnection. Where 
Whiskey is hip, acerbic, L.A. and ’80s, 
Eleven is somber, working class, East 
Coast and ’50s. It portrays the kind of 
world where women work as secretaries 
and shop girls until they get married, and 
then stay home with kids, who are in bed 
by the time Dad comes home. Men are 
devoted to ‘‘trying to be good guy[s].”” 
We get men in the Army and men in TB 
wards, and many dreams that will never 
come true, whether they’re of fame, a 
climb up the corporate ladder or a return 
to health. 

There are two stories involving TB 
wards, and in both the protagonist not 
only carries on the pretense that he’ll 
eventually go home, but also that his 
family will be intact when he gets there. In 
“Out With the Old,”’ the hero goes home 
for Christmas to discover with dismay the 
rift that has grown between him and his 
children. Upon returning to the hospital, 
he tries to mend the damage, but soon 
realizes ii’s irreparable. 

Given the era when these stories were 
written, some instances of white, patriar- 
chal attitudes are to be expected. A hus- 
band realizes he ‘‘won’t possess his bride 
until after the wedding”’; when black TB 
patients get dressed to go home for the 
holidays, they ‘‘suddenly become 
Negroes again, instead of ordinary 
men.’’ These instances are few, and while 
irritating, don’t negate the overall power 
and beauty of the stories. 

“Doctor Jack O’Lantern”’ is perhaps 
the best story of the collection. In it, Vin- 
cent is the new kid in class, and his 
teacher’s ingenuous attempts to help him 
fit in only make him more of an outcast. 
Yates’s descriptions of Vincent’s discom- 
fort are achingly perfect, such as when 
Vincent spends his first recess busily tying 
his shoes, testing them in a “springy, 
athletic way,”’ then retying them. 

In the end, Vincent must drive away 
the one person who is on his side, and he’s 
propelled even -further into the lonely 
world inhabited by Boyle’s and Yates’s 
adult characters. |

BOWLOE.. .?

gw Could you please pretend I’m 

gfrom another planet, or just 
from a very small Midwestern town 
(which I am), and be as detailed and ex- 
plicit as possible in discussing what ex- 
actly a bidet is used for and when? I 
guess it’s a washing facility of some 
kind. Does one use soap? A washcloth? 
Hands? Does one sit on it front to back 
or the other way? Afterward, is there a 
special towel or something? Do a lot of 
people use these all the time? How canI 
qualify for yuppiedom if I don’t have 
this knowledge? 


A gm You don’t have to be a Mid- 
w westerner to be unfamiliar with 
this most sensible of fixtures, only an 
American. (Why this is so in a culture 
annually spending millions on such ex- 
otica as strawberry-scented douches [ll 
never fathom.) The apprentice plumb- 
er who installed mine thought it was a 
toilet for square-asses! A bidet is a 
bathroom fixture that greatly resem- 
bles the bottom portion of a toilet 
without the wooden seat. On the rim, 
near where the hot and cold water pipes 
enter the wall, there is a faucet for each 
and a stopper lever like those found in 
the sink. In the bowl, which is squarer 
and shallower than a commode, there is 
a drinking-fountain-type bubbler. 
Auser sits facing the wall, the reverse 
of the seating arrangement for the 
other major bathroom fixture. Adjust- 
ing the water to a comfortable 
temperature, the user either closes the 
stopper, allowing the bowl to fill, thus 
being able to dunk buttocks, labia, 
scrotum — whatever — or, without fill- 
ing the bowl, adjusts the height and 
force of the fountain and positions 
her/himself so that it’s aimed at the ap- 
propriate nether part.

If you are troubled by your sexuality do 
seek the services of a sex counse- 
lor/therapist, and the two of you can 
explore the possibilities. Whatever you 
come up with, I assure you you are not 
the only. 


g If one person in a relationship 

@ wants complete monogamy and 
the other one does not, do you really 
think it’s possible to negotiate some 
sort of an agreement without someone 
feeling either cheated or cheated on? 


A: Yes! The first step is that each 
w partner must trust that the other 
is negotiating in good faith; if it is 
agreed upon to discuss any outside con- 
nections, then each must do exactly 
that and trust that the partner will too. 
Each must believe in the other’s good 


faith, as well — that each partner 


wants this relationship to work and 
will put time and energy into making 
that happen. 

After that, it’s a point-by-point 
clarification of the needs behind the 
concepts — how each feels about seeing 
old friends, making new ones, being 
sensual vs. being sexual and the defini- 
tions of each. Does the agreement ex- 
clude same- or opposite-sex liaisons? 
Does the partner want to know/tell 
beforehand, afterward, at all? Step by 
step, with the idea that whatever is 
worked out is for the moment, each 
begins to trust the process and can 
return to it as needed throughout the 
life of the relationship.

AN EXOTIC COMBINATION 


Zante Pizza and Indian Cuisine works hard to make

HEN I FIRST stum- 

bled upon this restau- 

rant I was puzzled, 

but thrilled at the 

same time. One eve- 
ning we were walking along upper Mis- 
sion, and discovered a new addition to 
Zante Pizza — Indian cuisine. At first it 
seems typical of San Francisco to sport an 
unlikely combination like this, but in fact 
we see few examples of culinary mixing 
under the same roof — unlike some 
smaller towns and cities that must serve 
“American” food alongside a more ex- 
otic cuisine. 

Zante Pizza and Italian restaurant 
became Zante Pizza and Indian Cuisine a 
couple of months ago, when a family of 
many brothers took it over. Most of the 
family is still in India, and the second 
evening we dined there I spoke to the new 
manager, who had just flown in three 
days before. Suffering from severe jet lag 
and major culture shock, his charm not 
suffering in the least, he explained that 
the restaurant is still short-handed and a 
bit disorganized. I’m sure things will be 
ironed out soon. 

Informal, casual and very affordable, 
this spot seems to attract a diverse 
clientele. The service is a bit slow, but 
grace and extreme politeness make up for 
the mistakes. 

The large pizza ovens promised deli- 
cious Indian breads, and my expectations 
came through with flying colors. If you 
order the ‘‘assorted tandoori hors 
d’oeuvres” you'll receive an assortment 
of six different breads for $5.95. Nan 
(leavened bread), onion kulcha (stuffed 
with onions), paratha (plain buttered and 
layered whole-wheat bread), aloo 
paratha (with spiced potatoes and peas), 
poori (deep-fried bread) and chapati 
(plain whole-wheat bread) make sensa- 
tional appetizers and companions to din- 
ner. On the other hand, the stuffing in 
Keema nan ($1.75), leavened bread 
stuffed with minced lamb, had nota bit of 
lamb and seemed more like pizza sauce

brightened with pink dye — a real disap- 
pointment, considering all the other 
wonderful breads. 

Other appetizers included vegetable 
samosa ($1.75), a tasty combination 
similar to a Chinese eggroll but filled with 
curried green peas and potatoes. Chicken 
pakora ($2), deep-fried chunks of tender 
dark meat, was quite good with the 
yogurt-cilantro sauce. Vegetable pakora 
($1.50) should be avoided, as the dough is 
an unappetizing bright pink, and potato 
and cauliflower are the only vegetables 
offered. 

The second night we couldn’ t resist try- 
ing a slice of pizza. For about $2.25 you 
can get any topping on a slice, and 
because it comes quickly, choosing it as 
an appetizer is a good idea if you’re 
hungry. We chose feta cheese and Cana- 
dian bacon, and if you like lots of cheese 
on your pizza, as I do, you’ll be happy. 
The buttery-tasting mozzarella could 
have been melted a bit more, but the huge 
slice, generous with creamy feta and thick 
slices of smoky bacon, was great. 

The entree menu is divided into 
chicken and lamb curries, seafood 
“delicacies,”’ tandoori dishes, vegetarian 
and rice dishes. The most successful was 
the tandoori boti kabab ($8.25), tender 
chunks of lamb made red from a dry rub 
of spices, matched with pleasantly burnt 
onions and cooked in a clay oven. The 
dish was tasty and perfectly spiced. 
Almost as delicious was the mixed tan- 
doori grill ($10.50). Melt-in-your-mouth 
chunks of chicken breast, a thigh and leg, 
lamb, prawns and an offensive ground 
mixture of meat dyed bright pink made 
up the platter. 

Chicken vindaloo ($5.50), a combina- 
tion of tender dark meat in a spicy red- 
dish-brown sauce with potatoes, was a bit 
mild for me, but can be made hotter 
upon request. Sag lamb ($6.50), lean 
chunks of lamb cooked with spinach 
in a tomatoey and perfectly spiced 
sauce, was infused with cardamom, a 
treat for the tastebuds. 

Navrattan korma ($4.50), one of my 
favorite Indian vegetable dishes, was 


rich and creamy, filled with young, fresh 
farmer’s cheese. The vegetables were 
difficult to identify, but the whole lot 
was great with the other, less saucy, 
dishes and rice or bread. Bengan 
bhartha ($4.50), eggplant cooked with 
onion, peas and tomatoes, was slightly 
spicy and very good, especially with the 
Indian bread. 

Vegetable biriyani ($5.95), an 
assortment of vegetables, nuts and 
basmati rice, was a bit overcooked, 
but tasted good just the same. The sec- 
ond evening the rice was perfectly 
cooked, light and aromatic. Indian 
beers, a truly cheap wine list and 
assorted Indian non-alcoholic drinks 
are all great with this cuisine. 

Once the family gets the operation in 
focus, I think Zante will offer a truly 
exciting blend of cuisines in a friendly 
atmosphere. Even now the food has 
soul, and the prices are more than 
reasonable. In addition, this is a great 
place for a large group to eat, as the 
tables are big and the dining area isn’t 


crowded or formal. |

“VM FLATTERED,” says Irma Thomas, “at least | know 
somebody's listening.” The 48-year-old New Orleans 
queen of soul, who performs this Friday and Saturday 
night at Slim’s, was discussing the influence she’s had 
upon such soulful white singers as Tracy Nelson and 
Marcia Ball. “The irony of it,” she said from her New 
Orleans home last week, “‘is that when others grab on 
it and do it, such as the Rolling Stones, who took 
‘Time is On My Side,’ and ate it alive, it’s not always 
better but somehow they manage to get the attention. 
Tracy Ullman did ‘Breakaway’ almost exactly like | 
sang it and now she has her own TV show, but what 
about Irma Thomas?” 

Indeed, what about the sultry Crescent City 
songstress who started recording in 1958, when she 
was only 17, with a song called “You Can Have My 
Husband (But Please Don’t Mess With My Man)”?

Heart” (revamped by Otis Redding as “Pain in My 
Heart”) — Thomas saw her work drop off when the

BORDERING ON ART 


HE BORDER,” Bertha Jottar 
explains, ‘‘is not a place that divides, but a 
whole region with its own identity.’’ Jottar is in 
San Francisco with Border Art Workshop/Taller 
de Arte Fronterizo, a collective of of artists, 
educators, students and writers from the San 
Diego/Tijuana area, currently in residence at 
the Capp Street Project. 

“Border Axes,’’ the group’s multimedia 
work in progress, is Set up as an alternative 
communications network that shows the border 
in all its incarnations — from a chainlink 
fence through the desert to burritos on 
Mission Street. 

In the past, BAW/TAF members have staged 
street performances, set up site-specific instal- 
lations and held various exhibits and readings 
on topics like immigration, migrant farm 
workers, Hispanic identity, border culture, etc. 
This time, their emphasis is on communication 
and the media. ‘‘Border Axes’’ sets up a net- 
work to exchange information about the border 
and related issues with people throughout the 
U.S. and Central America. Faxes fromthe 


FMLN’s Radio Venceremos rub elbows with 
clips about Central America from U.S. news- 
papers. Information coming in about the recent 
INS raid at Club Elegante is mounted and 
decorated. Photo transparencies of newspaper 
clippings create a screen of media bias hanging 
in front of a painted map of the border. 

The show’s strong political message and its 
dependency on community involvement in the 
project don’t make for an ideal match with the 
sanctified space of an art gallery and 
BAW/TAF is anxious to take some of the work 
out on the streets. In ‘‘Border Axes”’ the infor- 
mation itself is the happening, and as such, is a 
challenge to people’s expectations when they 
enter the space. People looking for an art 
show, for work that requires nothing more 
than that they stand in front of it, should go 
watch the video programs on view upstairs. 

“Border Axes”’ is at Capp Street, 270 14th 
St., SF, through Sept. 2nd. Hours: Tues.-Sat., 
noon-5 pm; Thurs. until 8 pm. 626-7747.

The Pixies: Kim Deal, David Lovering: Black Francis and Seay Saatinge! 





PIXIE DUST 


The Pixies may be the first great band of the ‘90s 


THE PIXIES. At the Fillmore, SF.

HARLES THOMPSON, 

a.k.a. Black Francis, the 

lead singer, songwriter 

and guitarist for the 

Boston-based band the 
Pixies, just turned 24 years old. That 
means he was 12 when Never Mind the 
Bollocks, Here’s the Sex Pistols came 
out. No wonder he couldn’t have cared 
less. The Pixies have a song called 
“Debaser’’ that’s about Luis Bunuel’s 
film Un Chien Andolou, but Thomp- 
son’s no art-snob and he doesn’t listen 
to Lydia Lunch. Asked recently if he 
enjoys the films of low-budget punk- 
slasher artiste Richard Kern, Thomp- 
son sneered: ‘‘My impression of that 
bohemian super-8 filmmaking scene is 
that its anti-something sentiment is 
very phony.’” 

That explains a lot about the Pixies. 
Despite its subject matter and arty 
label, the band is neither pretentious 
nor derivative. Like leader Thompson, 
the Pixies see through bullshit like so 
much glass — the first of this genera- 
tion of rock bands to do so. The Pixies 
are at an age when older punk-inspired 
bands — Sonic Youth, the Replace- 
ments — must seem tired and lagging, 
and it’s exactly that feeling of superiority 
that makes them great. 

It’s also what makes their fans, many 
of whom were also pre-pubescent when 
punk rock hit, so crazy about the Pixies. 
Signed to the English artsy-fart label 
4AD in 1986, only six months after its 
formation, the band’s route to success 
mirrors punk bands of the late ’70s like 
the Talking Heads, the Ramones and 
the Pretenders, which were signed to a 
major label soon after formation, 
rather than ’80s amerindie-success 
stories such as R.E.M. and 10,000 
Maniacs, who built their followings 
through years of independent touring. 
Much as one loves bands like the Meat 
Puppets and Camper Van Beethoven, 
each of whom has played San Fran- 
cisco 20 or 30 times by now, it’s getting 
difficult to get it up for their local ap- 


performance at the Fillmore was the 
first show in recent memory that exud- 
ed that honest-to-god aura of breath- 
less anticipation on the part of a sold- 
out and usually jaded-looking crowd. 

When the band came on, a certain 
amount of pandemonium near the 
front of the room occurred. In addition 
to slam-dancing, stage-diving and all the 
usual types of entertainment, there was 
something more as well, a kind of hyp- 
notized fascination that you could tell 
was building up as the show progressed. 

The band took the stage to the strains 
of a new song, the chorus of which 
seemed to be ‘‘itch it away.’’ It was 
sung entirely by bassist Kim Deal, a 
woman who looks, as a friend of mine 
pointed out, like she led an incredibly 
boring life until she joined a rock band, 
and still can’t get over the joy of the 
present. The girl just stands up there 
and grins. Guitarist Joey Santiago, 
who is Filipino, is one of those guys, 
like X’s Billy Zoom, whose withdrawn 
demeanor belies the total intensity of 
his playing. David Lovering, the drum- 
mer, is, in the grand tradition of ’60s 
and ’70s rock bands that cared about 
such things, a fantastic drummer who 
secretly makes up for Deal’s inade- 
quate (but effective) bass-playing, 
among other things. There’s a certain 
charm in bands who lack this much stage 
presence, as if the band’s personal dull- 
ness somehow makes its music seem at 
once so much more important and also 
so much more accessible, as if you, too, 
could just get up there and burn. 

In a recent interview, singer/song- 
writer/guitarist Thompson, while 
sucking on a joint and drinking Evian 
water, told me that he and Santiago 
met as freshmen suite-mates in the 
dorms of U Mass Amherst, and that at 
the time he listened heavily to 60s 
British blues guitarists like John Mayall, 
and Santiago was a big Little Feat fan. 
You have to wonder how long that 
lasted: When the two decided to form a 
band they advertised as ‘‘Husker Du 
meets Peter Paul and Mary.” 

Lyrically, the Pixies sing a lot about 
heaven and hell, the desert and the 
moon, which are sort of 70s prog-rocky 
concepts, but musically they’re way 
ahead of the pack, the only modern 
band around that doesn’t sound like 


album, but every song off the band’s 
two LPs and one EP. During the song 
‘‘Nimrod’s Son,’’ for instance, off the 
import-only debut EP Come On Pil- 
grim, the entire audience chanted the 
words ‘‘You are the son of a mother 
fucker’’ exactly on cue. These rabid 
fans were clearly not there because 
they’d heard ‘‘Here Comes Your 
Man”’ on KITS. 

The Pixies played for exactly one 
hour plus a couple of minutes or so for 
two encores. After the last song — 
“Tame,” from the new LP Doolittle — 
the lights came up and soft music 
started playing, which is Bill Graham’s 
unmistakable signal that the show is 
definitely over and it’s time to go home. 
Under normal circumstances, those 
who weren’t filing out quietly would 
then be shooed out by the clean-up 
crew, but this night was different: After 
the lights came up, the entire audience 
stood stock still on the dance floor, 
clapping and screaming for more for a 
good ten minutes. It’s common know- 
ledge these days that the first 200 or so 
people to leave the Fillmore get a free 
poster for the show handed to them 
outside — a good tactic for getting peo- 
ple to leave on the dot — but for the 
longest time after the show was official- 
ly over literally no one headed for the 
door. No one. While roadies took 
down the Pixies’ equipment, the entire 
audience just stood there, shrieking 
and howling and beating a tattoo on the 
floor for more. 

Despite such enthusiastic response 
during the show, the Pixies seemed to 
think they were playing badly, and I 
wouldn’t be surprised if singer Thomp- 
son was actually sick or something. His 
voice broke down several times during 
some of the more vicious songs, most 
notably ‘Levitate Me,’’ and the set-list 
was heavy on the slower, lower-voiced 
numbers that were easier on his throat. 
It left out all together at least four of the 
band’s better-known (and just plain 
better songs): ‘‘Tony’s Theme,’’ 
‘‘River Euphrates,’’ ‘‘Break My 
Body’’ and the KITS-hit ‘‘Here Comes 
Your Man,”’ and I don’t think it was 
out of orneriness at all. 

Nor do I think the reason that the 
crowd stood on its hind legs and bayed 


like dogs afterwards was because they 
felt disappointed in the gig. They just 
plain weren’t satiated yet. One couldn’t 
help but wonder what they would have 
done if the Pixies had played a show 
that was up to its full ability. Torn the 
roof off the sucker, probably, or

Even when the Santa Cruz-bred 
band signed onto a major label for last 
year’s Our Beloved Revolutionary 
Sweetheart (Virgin), it maintained so 
much quasi-ethnic wierdness in its 
sound that no one could have mistaken 
this particular underground rock band 


for REM, the Replacements or any of 
its other college-radio mates. The pro- 
duction was cleaner and the Campers 
were integrating their sound more com- 
pletely from song to song, but nothing 
indicated just how tight and smooth 
they have become in performance. 
From the outset of its nearly 30-song 
set, on the first of two sold-out nights, 
Camper staked out a musical territory 
that, was at once recognizable to long- 
time followers and immediately accessi- 
ble to fans of more mainstream rock. 
The addition of violinist Morgan 
Fichter, who replaced the solo-flying 
Jonathan Segel, may have changed the 
chemistry of the band — or maybeit was 
lead singer David Lowery’s new haircut. 
Far less loosey-goosey than before, 
the group melded two guitars (Lowery 
and Greg Lisher), fiddle, bass (Victor 
Krummenacher) and drums (Chris 
Pedersen) into a polished ensemble tex- 


ture — their Van is now closer to an 
Airstream trailer than a rattling, hippie 
VW microbus. (How it translates in the 
studio will be revealed Aug. 28th with 
the release of Key Lime Pie.) The 
Campers surged non-stop through 13 


_ songs, including ‘‘Oh Death,”’ ‘“Eye of 


Fatima,’’ ‘‘Tania,’’ ‘‘Wasted,”’ ‘‘Joe 
Stalin’s Cadillac’? and ‘‘The History 
of Utah’’ before taking a break. Then 
for three songs, they bunched up cen- 
terstage as an acoustic quintet, with 
mandolin, tambourine and bluegrass 
harmonies. 

“‘T got some funny ideas about what 
sounds good,’’ Lowery sang during 
“Shut Us Down,”’ and the Campers 
haven’t abandoned any of lyrical od- 
dities or diverse influences that have 
made the band such a unique entity — 
polkas, reggae, Middle Eastern and 
yiddish folk music, the Ramones 
(‘Take the Skinheads Bowling’’), 
Status Quo, Neil Young (‘‘The History 
of Utah’) or the Rolling Stones 
(‘‘Sweet Virginia’). But now they 
boast vocal harmonies, an instrumen- 
tal fluidity and an audience-acknow- 
ledging stage presence that may catch a 
lot of people by surprise. 


dislocated music being reset in a 

single socket, Souled American is a 
study in method sloppiness. The 
Chicago band preceded Camper at 
Slim’s, after an invigorating set by the 
Movie Stars, and headlined its own 
show with the Ophelias at the Kennel 
Club four nights later. The quartet’s in- 
troductory 50-minute set at Slim’s was 
desultory and dispirited enough to 
make me question my deep affection 
for its two Rough Trade albums, Fe 
and the new Flubber. 

After relishing the reeling recorded 
delirium of Souled American’s Cow- 
boy Junkies-meets-The Band take on 
country rock, I was taken aback by the 
band’s rapidly diminishing care and 
energy onstage. The openers, ‘‘Field & 
Stream’’ and ‘‘Soldier’s Joy,’’ were 
strong enough, but the rest of the 
show was a disconcerting disappear- 
ing act — at least until the group 
pumped it up for “‘Magic Bullets” at 
the end — and the packed house soon 
shared the band’s indifference. 

Souled American’s Kennel Club ap- 
pearance was a different matter 
altogether. Obviously more at ease with 
a smaller audience and perhaps an- 
ticipating the long haul back to 
Chicago, all four players put more 
drive into the performance. Jamey 
Barnard punched hard on the drums, 
Joe Adducci bounced around stage and 
put more snap into his rubber-band 
bass, and while electric guitarist Scott 
Tuma stayed inside his own world of dis- 
torted picking, he executed his wobbly 
country leads and bleary textures with 
care. Chris Gigoroff, strumming an am- 
plified acoustic guitar and singing in a 
voice like splinters peeling off a 
weathered fencepost, boosted his energy 
to the level of electrified barbed wire. 

In addition to playing such originals 
as ‘‘All Good Things,” ‘‘Mar’boro 
Man,’’ ‘‘Make Me Laugh Make Me 
Cry’’ and ‘‘Full Picture,’ Souled 
American covered ‘““There’s a Heart- 
ache Following Me’”’ and ‘‘Goin’ Down 
the Road Feeling Bad.’’ Adducci sang 
leads in his high nasal pitch and 
careened vocally into Grigoroff for 
bleary harmonies that bore out the 
Band comparison. At its best, on slow 
country waltzes and fractured Bo 
Diddley beats, the entire band was a 
contorted rhythm section, revolving 
around an irregular pulse. 

As the crowd thinned out, the players 
grew more committed. It’s an anomaly 
that won’t win many new fans — thisisa 
bloodshot group that’s hardly hell-bent 
for stardom. But if you yearn for some- 
thing more corrosive than Camper and 
even junkier than the Cowboys, Souled 
American might be, in the words of the 
John Fahey instrumental they cover, 
just your ‘‘Cupa Cowfee.”’ a

TAPESTRY TRANSLATIONS 


Elly Simmons pastels gain another dimension 


TAPESTRY INTERPRETATIONS 
OF WORKS BY ELLY SIMMONS. At 
the Dow and Frosini Gallery, Berk. 
Through Aug. 15th.

LLY SIMMONS’ radiant im- 

ages have lost little in their 

translation from glowing 

pastels to provocative 

tapestries, now on display at 
Berkeley’s Dow and Frosini Gallery. 
Best known for her passionately haunt- 
ing pastels of the homeless, Simmons 
became taken with the tapestries of a 
group of Zapotec Indians on a recent 
trip to Mexico. Seeing their stunning 
treatment of some of modern art’s 
most audacious motifs inspired 
Simmons to have her own images trans- 
lated into tapestry, and she soon com- 
missioned a Zapotec couple (Fernando 
Sanchez and Crispina Lopez) to set 
about the laborious task of translating 
14 works into wool. 

In what is obviously a labor of love, 
the human touch has triumphed and is 
abundant in every stitch and swatch. 
Although Simmons’ subject matter 
varies slightly from tapestry to 
tapestry, the overall mood is magical, 
with potent spiritual portraits woven in 


glowing colors. 

In American Ride, an old man is 
huddled in front of death’s door. In the 
grand tradition of artists offering 
memento moris (reminders of death to 
humble those hoping they’ ve found the 
fountain of youth), American Ride 
contrasts his catatonic figure with a 
wickedly jubilant grim reaper galloping 
across Simmons’ allegorical stage. 
Here, Death is sketched as a skeleton 
triumphantly waving a sombrero above 
its skull. 

But in an interesting twist, Death sits 
astride what appears to be a bronco/ 
flower/missile all rolled into one, sort 
of reminiscent of Slim Pickens rollick- 
ing into Russia atop an ICBM in Dr. 
Strangelove. As in her other tapestries, 
objects frequently take on dual or mul- 
tiple identities here, further enlivening 


- the entire tapestry and allowing your 


imagination to come into play. Leaves 
flicker like flames, windows become 
watching eyes, branches are beautifully 
writhing figures, tears change into 
candles and so on and so on. 

Simmons sets into motion a marvel- 
ously animated dialogue between 
abstract shapes and schematic objects. 
Their spirited interplay incorporates a 
potpourri of influences that embraces 
(or at times appears to) nearly every- 
thing under the sun: Mexican murals, 
Japanese prints, Cubism, pop, graffiti 


art and medieval religious icons. Yet 
she manages to seamlessly transform 
these cross-cultural threads into some- 
thing different and distinctive. So while 
American Ride may bring to mind a 
Mexican mural and an Italian 
Renaissance rumination on the 
triumph of death (or more specifically, 
Durer’s engraving immortalizing The 
Four Horseman of the Apocalypse), in 
the end you walk away with a feel for 
what Elly Simmons’ art is about, not 
that she has shamelessly dipped into art 
history’s wellspring too many times. 
Engaging and exhilarating as they 
are, the tapestries’ presentation in the 
claustrophobic spaces of the Dow and 
Frosini Gallery leaves a lot to be 
desired. It’s as if Simmons’ breath- 
taking scenarios were hung wherever 
pockets of space opened up along the 
cluttered and dirty white walls (you can 
detect whiter patches where posters 
were). This distraction somewhat 
dilutes the glowing tapestries of their 
full power. As things are, this dingy 
backdrop offers neither a neutral 
ground (a strong white surface) or, bet- 
ter yet, a dark black background so her 
vibrant hues could really come alive. 
Being a bonafide visionary and 
spiritual dreamweaver, Simmons 
might simply imagine them ignited 
against the blackest night. And so 
might you. |

ND NOW for something 

completely delirious... .

A Taxing Woman’s 
Return 

It's been said that nothing's 
certain but death and taxes, 
and writer/director Juzo 


Itami’s movie certainly has 
plenty of both. It's a How-To of 
top-level harassment as high- 
ranking politicians, big 
business and organized crime 
combine in an eviction racket 
designed to replace low- 
income buildings with luxury 
highrise office towers, 
guaranteeing a huge profit. 
(Sound familiar?) One of the 


Einstein was 26 in 1905 — that much 
is true — and living on his parents’ ap- 
ple farm in Tasmania. He manages to 
rediscover Newton’s laws by getting hit 
on the head a lot, and when his father 
(Pee Wee Wilson) needs a way to put 
bubbles into his home-brewed beer, 
Albert dutifully stays up all night split- 
ting the beer atom to help him. 

Such a discovery can’t be confined to 
Tasmania for long, and Albert is soon 
off to the Australian mainland for a pa- 
tent. There his theory is rejected, but 
stolen by the wicked patent office head, 
Preston Preston (John Howard) and 
sold to the Bavarian Brewing Company. 
Unfortunately they don’t know about 
certain side effects of atomic fission, 
such as the mushroom cloud that may 
still be floating over the Einstein farm. 


Watching children play hopscotch - 


gives Albert an idea for a new beat, a 
new kind of music he calls ‘“‘roll and 
rock.”’ He soon electrifies his viola to 
play it (and to match his electric hair). 
He makes other, incidental discoveries 
such as the surfboard to test his wave- 
motion theory, between getting thrown 
out of Sydney University and thrown 
into a lunatic asylum. 

He also meets Marie Curie (Odile le 
Clezio). When he mentions this in a let- 
ter to his mother, which also informs 
her, ‘‘I have almost discovered the key 


to the universe,” Mum (Su Cruick- 
shank) gets excited: ‘‘He’s met a girl!”” 

To win Marie, Albert must become a 
man of action and follow her to 
France, where he coincidentally has a 
chance to save Europe from atomic 
annihilation, leaving a clear path for 
the Japanese to be the first to ex- 
perience that, 39 years later. 

The adventures of Young Einstein 
are a hell of a lot more fun than The 
Adventures of Baron Munchausen. 
Complex science is brought down to 
second-grade level to match the film’s 
humor, but love and rock and roll — 
that gets straightened out somehow — 
conquer all. 

Yahoo Serious may be a second- 
class Cleese at this point, but if he’s 
got more than this one film in him he’s 
a talent to watch. 


HERE’S A serious side to 
Yahoo Serious that you’d never 
expect, unless you read deep be- 

tween the lines of Young Einstein. 

A decade ago he was thrown out of 
art school for his rebellious attitude. 
Today he’s riding high as Australia’s 
first auteur filmmaker, having per- 
suaded such establishment entities as 
Warner Brothers (U.S.) and Village

Roadshow (Australia) to put up 
“*$4-$5 million’’ and give him creative 
control on his first picture. On that 
budget, he says, “‘it was made more 
with love than money.” 

Maybe Serious has just learned to 
play the game, but the way he discusses it 
exhibits a depth of sensitivity that should 
be applied to mediating in world crises. 

“The studios today are just con- 
cerned with distributing films, not 
making them,’’ Serious says. ‘“They 
only interfere in the creative process 
when the director goes off the rails. 
Business and creative people are afraid 
of each other. The business people 
think the artists are going to go crazy, 
and the creative people think the 
business people are just there to op- 
press them.”’ 

To ease the minds of the business 
types, Serious sold his car for enough 
money to shoot 16 mm sample scenes 
from his projected film that would il- 
lustrate his abilities as a writer, director 
and actor. ‘‘I find it immoral to give 
peoplea pile of words and say, ‘Thisisa 
film,’ ’’ he declares. 

Serious went against commercial 
wisdom in putting his own philosophy 
on the screen. ‘‘I thought having a guy 
who was a pacifist and carries a violin 
and... treats women as equals — 
none of this ‘Me Tarzan, you Jane’ 
stuff — might not go over so well until 
the second or third film.” 

Doubting himself may have been 
Yahoo’s only Serious mistake. The 
film opened in Australia at Christmas 
against Who Framed Roger Rabbit, 
Cocktail, A Fish Called Wanda and 
Scrooged, he says, and ‘‘did 
“Crocodile’’ Dundee business. But 
Paul Hogan was Mr. Australia when he 
made that, and I was hardly known at 
all. Then the business doubled the sec- 
ond week and went up again the week 
after that.” 

With eight rock songs on the sound- 
track, Serious thought he had made a 
movie for 16- to 24-year-olds. He was 
surprised to find people of all ages go- 
ing to see it — ‘‘a real community feel- 
ing in the cinema, the way I remember it 
being when I was a boy.”’ 

A partial explanation, he suggests, is 
that some jokes in the film work on 
several levels. ‘‘When a mother tells her 
son to stop picking his nose,”’ he says 
by way of example, ‘‘the kids can relate 
to that, but we laugh because it’s 
Sigmund Freud and his mother.”’ 

With no nudity (other than a few 
men’s backsides) or heavy violence, 
Young Einstein is suitable for family 
viewing. It’s loaded with hidden mes- 
sages — ‘‘Albert eats apples instead of 
smoking cigarettes,’’ Serious points 
out — and has some educational value. 
When he saw a seven-year-old girl ex- 
plaining the theory of relativity to her 
grandmother on the way out of the 
theater, Serious realized he’d suc- 
ceeded beyond his wildest dreams. 

Okay, the name. It’s legal but he 
wasn’t born with it. He was born Greg 
Pead in a small New South Wales town, 
to a family not entirely unlike Albert’s 
in Young Einstein. He quit school at 15 
and worked as a tire fitter to earn 
money for art school. Two years there 
taught him more about fighting than 
creating. The first year he ‘‘built a hot- 
dog wagon, eight feet long with four 
guys inside,’’ and had to go to court to 
prove to his instructors that it was Art. 
“T was going through that period of 
defining what Art was,’’ he explains. 

The next conflict, when Serious 
wrote huge jokes across the front of the 
school, was settled out of court: He was 
summarily expelled. 

It was around that time the young 
man decided he needed a name more 
reflective of his personality than Greg 
Pead. ‘‘Serious’’ came easily, but find- 
ing a complement to it was more dif- 
ficult. The breakthrough occurred 
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while he was drinking. ‘“The most sig- 
nificant things in my life have happened 
when I’ve had a drink,” he notes. A 
gang of bikers went by yelling ‘‘Yahoo!”’ 
and he knew that was it. 

“You can’t say it without smiling,” 
he says. ‘‘It’s one of the few words you” 
say when you’re having a good time 

and it’s understood in all 
cultures.”’ 

Until the movie opened, Serious 
says, “I never thought about my hair, 
my name and my clothes — all things 
I’ve had for years. Suddenly everyone 
was asking me about them.” He at- 
tributes his hairstyle to surfing, where it 
becomes windblown and matted and 
“Tt’s not considered manly to run a 
brush through it.’’ Away from his surf- 
board, he admits, ‘‘I turn upside down

and put on gel or whatever the latest 
product is that doesn’t destroy the 
ozone layer.’” 

Serious is seriously opposed to se- 
quels, and insists-he’ll have nothing to 
do with a Young Einstein IT. ‘‘I couldn’t 
make a sequel, not in this age,”’ he says, 
attributing his movie’s success to the 
public’s craving for something new. He 
cites Tim Burton (Batman) and Spike 
Lee as directors who don’t repeat 
themselves. Referring to this insanely 
sequel-happy summer he says, ‘‘What 
happens is you get a blank page in 
history. When they look back at the last 
half of the ’80s they’ll say, ‘They 
repeated the first half’; and so a genera- 
tion doesn’t get to express itself.’’ 

Late in his life, Serious acknow- 
ledges, it might be interesting to do a 
movie about Einstein late in his life. So 
there could be an Old Einstein, but 
don’t hold your breath — Yahoo’s just 
in his mid-30s. 

The well-traveled Serious believes his 
film will travel well. Nothing has been 
changed or re-cut for America, he in- 
sists. He believes Australia and America 
have interchangeable cultures, that they 
are more alike than either country is to 
England. He believes, however, that cer- 
tain differences will work in his favor. 

“Australia doesn’t have an auteur 
tradition in film like America, where 
people from Keaton and Chaplin to 
Woody Allen and Spike Lee have writ- 
ten, directed and acted in their films. 
Americans tend to embrace something 
new, while Australians will tend to 
check things out first.’” 

Furthermore, Serious says, ‘‘Aus- 
tralians are usually against their own’’; 
so if Yahoomania exploded there, the 
U.S. should be no problem. 

Not taking any chances, he’s been 
touring extensively in the weeks before 
the picture’s Aug. 4th opening to make 
himself a household name. If the peo- 
ple who sold you Batman have any- 
thing to say about it, he’ll be better 
known in America by Friday than he 
was in Australia when the picture 
opened there; and from here he goes to 
Europe to prepare that continent for 
Young Einstein. 

Win or lose, Yahoo says he’ll be glad 
when the work is over and he can get in 
some Serious surfing. 1 | 
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Chris Isaak, Heart Shaped World 
(Warner Brothers) 
Whether the operative saying for Isaak's 
latest LP is “third time’s the charm” or 
“three on a match..." is up to that vast 
untapped audience that didn’t quite fall 
under the spell of Silvertone or Chris Isaak. 
The pensive, pompadoured crooner has 
spent the last years of the '80s perfecting a 
sound from the last gasps of the 50s, a 
shadowy, Roy Orbison-on-downers, ‘Kings 
of the Highway,”’ ‘Blue Spanish Sky” kind 
of sound. Heart Shaped World, produced 
with subdued precision by Erik Jacobsen, is 
all mood, shaped much less by drummer 
Kenney Dale Johnson and bassist Rowland 
Salley (who are reined in from hard rockin’) 
than by guitarist James Calvin Wilsey's rip- 
pling evocations of lunar tides and lone- 
some backroads and Isaak's mournful, 
half-man, half-coyote pleas. The songs melt 
shapelessly into one another until they 
rear-end the surprising and somewhat silly 
primitive boogie of “In the Heat of the 
Jungle.” Gradually, such tunes as “Wrong 
to Love You” and “Don't Make Me Dream 
About You" emerge with their own iden- 
tities, but the overall message is captured 
in the rather Dire Straits-like ‘Nothing's 
Changed." Isaak can be commended for 
sticking to a vision and channeling his 
hunger into a trademark sound. It looks 
more and more like a dead-end alley — but 
at least weather is balmy, if not downright 
sultry, and the moonlight is still shimmering 
prettily off the puddles and the big chrome 
fenders of a '52 Mercury.

The Movie Stars, Heck-ola! 
(Lucky Pierre Records) 
Whatever happened to pretense and 
poses? Whither the arch stance and 
academic eclecticism? Gone with the 
refreshing wind blowing through town 
courtesy of the Movie Stars. Veterans of 
various punk, new wave and neo-folk bands 
(the Jars and the Young Adults from the 
Bay Area, the Stouthearted from lowa), Jill 
Olson, Steve Cornell, Michael Montalto, 
Bradley Jaye Williams and Roger Thomp- 
son shamelessly tap country, Cajun, surf, 
Norteno, bluegrass and pop-rock in- 
fluences and mix them up on electric and 
acoustic guitars, organ, accordion, man- 
dolin, pedal steel, bouzouki, upright string 
bass, drums and percussion. Rather than 
rely on clever pastiche — ‘Bigger Bed’’ 
has a rockabilly snap and Tex-Mex flavor, 
“Movie Star Theme” is a peppy and 
twangy country-surf instrumental — the 
Movie Stars emphasize crafty song struc- 
tures, enthusiastic shared vocals and lyrics 
as catchy as the melodic hooks. No one is 
yet a virtuoso, but more importantly no one 
sounds distanced from the sources. ‘“‘Mis- 
conceptions,” ‘‘Another Romance,” ‘Deal 
withe Devil’ are three of the most 
memorable songs to pop out of the current 
New (almost) Acoustic movement, because 
the Movie Stars have a knack for sounding 
traditional but not retrograde. They may not 
really be pushing music forward but they 
make the present seem a lot brighter and 
fresher than we have any reason to 
believe. (Lucky Pierre Records, PO Box 
410133, SF 94101.)

Loudon Wainwright lll, Therapy 
(RCA) 

What comes around, goes around must 
be Loudon Wainwright III's motto. Son of 
the Life magazine columnist, Loudon 
Wainwright Ill has been kicking around 
the music biz for more years than it’s 
polite to mention, banging on a beat-up 
guitar in that early-'70s-hitchhike-across- 
Europe kind of way that some people find 
unutterably romantic. He was also the 
wandering minstrel character in the 
movie M*A*S*H. Now, a good two 
decades later, he’s tagging along the 
alternative acoustic scene, playing semi- 
socially-conscious ditties backed by a 
trendy-sounding American vernacular 
folk-music band. 

Of its ilk, Therapy is a great-sounding 
album: smooth, catchy, politically correct 
and sometimes even funny. Unfortunately, 
you can only like it as much as you like 
Wainwright's intrusive personality, which 
can be unbelievably obnoxious. Wainwright 
writes songs in the Randy Newman vein — 
folksy, acoustic-oriented numbers with 
pointed lyrics about the ironies of life — 
the difference is that Newman's work is 
biting and wry, and Wainwright never gets 
beyond sarcasm, scorn and, on the few oc- 
casions he tries to be sympathetic, 
corniness. The title cut, ‘‘Therapy,”’ which 
sends up people who think psychiatry can 
solve their problems, is as close to a sym- 
pathetic stance as he gets: “'I'm full of fear 
and paranoia, you are hysterical and 
sad/Let's do it babe, you know | love ya/ 

It costs so much it can’t be bad."’ 
“T.S.D.H.AV. (This Song Don’t Have No 
Video)’ is the usual rocker's whine about 
music videos taking over the earth, done 
bluegrass style, ‘‘Aphrodisiac’’ is about an 
old rock star sleeping with a young one, 
with a plot line like a TV movie of the week. 
Ultimately, Therapy is just a series of smug 
one-liners and put-downs, and that's 
neither fun nor instructive.

Tuck & Patti, Love Warriors 
(Windham Hill Jazz) 
If it boasted only Tuck Andress's profoundly 
personal interpretations of Carlos 
Santana's ‘‘Europa”’ and Jimi Hendrix’ 
“Castles Made of Sand/Little Wing,”’ the 
second album from this sweetheart 
Peninsula pair would be a triumph. With 
Patti Cathcart adding her Roberta-Flack- 
meets-Sarah-Vaughan-by-way-of-the-gospel- 
choir vocals, Love Warriors becomes the 
epitome of heartfelt cabaret music for the 
rock generation. Arranged spontaneously 
and recorded live in the studio, these ten 
examples of exquisite guitar and voice 
artistry include original love-conquers-all 
philosophy (the title track and ‘Hold Out, 
Hold Up and Hold On” through Dori 
Cyammi's ‘“‘Cantador’’), standards ('‘They 
Can't Take That Away From Me” and “On 
a Clear Day’’), modern pop and rock 
(Lennon and McCartney's “Honey Pie” and 
Stevie Wonder’s “‘If It's Magic’’) and tradi- 
tional spiritual testimony (‘‘Glory, Glory’’). 
Tuck & Patti are impeccable, even as- 
tounding technicians, but eschew flash for 
the sake of emotional immediacy, standing 
up for love in an era of irony and cynicism.

Laura Nyro 


The reclusive New York singer- 
songwriter, best known for such 
compositions as “Stone Soul 
Picnic,” “Stoney End,” “Wedding 
Bell Blues” and “Eli’s Comin,” 
returned to live performances 
last fall after a ten-year hiatus. 
Her show at The Fillmore was a 
time-warping blend of old-model, 
jazzed-up rock-and-blues, pierced 
by Nyro’s rich, soaring vocals. A 
new recording from that tour, 
Laura — Laura Nyro Live at the 
Bottom Line (Cypress), matches 
several of her big hits with new 
tunes — such as “Women of the 
One World” and “Roll of the 
Ocean” — that reveal the ex- 
panded scope of her concerns — 
feminism, environmentalism and 
animal rights. And Nyro’s soulful 
voice is a more powerful instru- 
ment than ever.
